CHAPTER XX. 

A Game Supper—With Men to Match. 

My first purpose, when I penned the last chapter, was to call 
It “ Odd Bltaof Bport,” Intending not only to tell about the 
manner In which we made shot In the Confederacy, but to throw 
In several queer sporting episodes. The article grew so rapidly 
I was compelled to bring it to a close, omitting several things 
which I Intended It to embrace. Gentle reader, I hope you will 
not grow Impatient with these sketches because they give you no 
valuable hints, or contain no really useful Information. They 
are not Intended to Instruct, but to amuse. The Chicago Field 
Is filled with useful Information In other columns. You must 
pardon us If we talk to you In these, more as we would around 
the fire at night, than as If we were about to start In the morn¬ 
ing and were giving good advice. 

Our old frle-d Bill Parker paid me a visit some time since. I 
Invited a few friends to whom his fame as a sportsman was 
known, to meehjhlm at supper. We had a jolly lime of It. It 
was some tlm^Jfbefore we thawed him out. Like a great many 
other good taitTra It was i.ecessiry that the spirit move him be¬ 
fore be sbowedi y advantage. 

We had a prt %y g.iod supper, and our party was made up of 
congenial company. The greatest pleasure lu my old friend’s 
society Is tbat although It has been many a day since he pulled a 
trigger, be still lo 36 to talk of sport. And although be knows 
that In his day be was a better shot than any of us, he realizes 
tbat we h tve Immense advantages with modern sporting appli¬ 
ances, and does not continually bore people asserting that tbe 
old-time things were the best. The nearest I ever beard him 
come to a Jeremiad was when he was overhauling a complete 
modern equipment and sighed, saying, “ Ab ! I lived too soon. 
If poor John Sergeant and I bad been supplied thus, bow many 
birds would we have killed?” But on one point he Is stilt and 
strong. I sometimes think he is right He swears with an em¬ 
phasis tbat the present breeds of dogs do not by any means sur¬ 
pass, In style, nose, dash, or endurance, tbe old native strains of 
thirty years ago. When he tells of the Pepper stock of setters 
from Philadelphia, or the sturdy race of heavy polaters descended 
from his Bembo, his eye gleams with the light of other days, 
and while admitting the beauty of modern blue bloods, he main¬ 
tains that the old stock has never been Improved by foreign 
crosses. He was mightily pleased with tbe picture of Glad¬ 
stone's Saxe and Royal, and said they were more like good old- 
fashioned setters than any of the host of prize winners whose 
pictures I spread before him. 

“Gentlemen,” said I, when the last dishes bad been removed, 
and the coffee was being handed around, “ I purposely avoided a 
game supper, as we are all fond of sport. I have observed that tbe 
men who shoot most care least for game on tbe table. We have 
eight present. I suppose none of us shoot less than two hundred 
birds a season. Now let us Bee bow many of ue admire quail on 
toast.” 

The result of tbe Inquiry showed that out of seven, three de¬ 
clared they never ate game, and four, tbat while they liked It 
well enough, they would not look at It out of the corner of tbelr 
eye when oysters, or beefsteak and mushrooms were about. Tbe 
eighth member of our little coterie confessed that she loved a 
broiled bird better thau any viand on earth. She aat at tbe oppo¬ 
site end of the table. 

"Did you ever try barbecued partridge!” said Mr. B., turning 
quickly toward her. " No? Then you ought to have oue cooked 
that way. Pick tbe bird neatly; draw him; cleanse him; fill 
him with butter, pepper and salt; hang him by his heels with a 
string lu front of a quick fire; let blm twirl around and drip 
Into a vessel; baste him from time to time with the drippings; 
when he Is browned neatly lay him on a piece of fresh toast; 
pour the drip over him; eat him quickly; wash him down with a 
good glass of Burgundy, and you'll feel like a queen, If you 
haven’t ten cents In your pocket.” 

“ Feel like a king,” laughed I, “ with the gout in every joint, 
Just as you have It, you old reprobate. Your drips, and your 
Burgundys, and your barbecues, have nearly brought you to your 
grave, and here you are, trying to put a spider Into my domestic 
dumpling, by Introducing your confounded high livlDg. Bnt you 
have changed my vote on the game question by recalling an in¬ 
cident. 

"The most delicious morsel tbat ever passed my lips was pre¬ 
pared just as you suggest, and by my own hands. In tbe Winter 
of 1864, our regiment was encamped in Winter quarters lo South¬ 
western Virginia. We had nothlDg but beef and corn bread, 
corn bread and beef. The snow waa too deep for foraging, and 
the cold too Intense to admit of our moving about. Day after 
day we vegetated In the woods with no occupation, save that of 
replenishing the blazing fire In front of our shelter, or reading 
a well thumbed novel. No drills, no guard duty even, for the 
euemy was not within a hundred miles of us. Even eating 
became monotonous. I was playing checkers with a comrade, 
late one afternoon, when, of a sudden, something shot over us, 
like a streak of light, and I recognized It as a ruffed grouse, by 
the roaring of Its wlugs; falling back, and throwing up the rear 
portion of tbe tent, to see If any trace of the bird waa visible, I 
was delighted to find tbat It had dropped within twenty yards of 
our tent, upon a bash of wild berries, and waa devouring them 
with great avidity, not lu the leaat alarmed by our presence. Doubt¬ 
less hunger, owing to the deep Bnow, bad made It tame. The 
ordnance tent waa next to mine. I was acting ordnance officer. 
In a moment I dashed Into It. We had a large supply of cart¬ 
ridges, containing a ball and three buckshots each. I soon cut 
the buckshot off the tops of five cartridges, loaded a musket 
"Ith the fifteen shot and knocked tbe pheasant Into a cocked bat. 
The excitement of the sport put me In a perfect flutter for the 
remainder of the evening. Not only did I have tbe fun of shoot- 


Ing the bird, iMt also of plucking him, after studying every 
plume upon his body. And then, oh I then, I had the pleasure of 
cooking him, just as you describe, and eating blm, also. I 
chauge my vote on the game quest,Ion. My dear, order a bar¬ 
becued pheasant for to-morrow, If you please. I washed that 
fellow down with spring water. Maybe the Burgundy will atone 
for lack of the appetite that made him so delicious.” 

" I beg leave to change my vote also on the game question,” 
said a Bprlghtly young fellow to the right. “ Your story reminds 
me of the best dishes I ever ate, and they were the result of the 
merriest sport. I read a short while since, an account of the 
Duke of Wellington’s pack of houuds which he carried to Portugal 
with him, during the Peninsula wars It struck mo as 
an admirable device to amuse and divert the troops. 
Every army should be supplied with some such amusement. 
During the Winter of 1863 Lee’B army was en¬ 
camped near Fredericksburg. I was In General-’s division. 

We had a long spell of fearful weather. Our rations were very 
poor. Everythlog was gloomy. Tbe men grew downcast and 
disheartened. Desertions began. Great numbers fell sick. Not 
far from our camp the Irish brigade were in quarters. They started 
the sport. They were the most Irrepressible set I ever bsw. 
They first began squirrel bunting, and their mode was not only 
novel, but very effective. They were encamped in a grove. On 
their first arrlvallbey discovered squirrels, and alarmed half the 
army with their fusllade. Having run several Into their holes, 
Tim Fogarty, a sergeant In a New Orleans company, volunteered 
to climb up and punch one out. Tim could climb like a monkey, 
aod up he went with a ramrod with wblcb to punch. Forty or 
fifty of the boys stood below. “ Arrah, but! faal ’Im," said Tim, 
grinning and jabbing away vigorously, and tbe boys stood hur¬ 
rahing below, delighted. "Hip! there he goes!” shouted Tim, 
as the little fellow, unable to stand cold steel, popped oat of his 
biding place and climbed aloft. Pop! Pop! Pop-pop I Pop I 
Pop! Pop 1 went the guns. The boys were wild with the sport 
—poor Tim waa wild with fright. ‘'Be dad, byes I Phat are yez 
doin’? Byes I! Wad yez murther a man for a little brute lolke 
that? Byes!!! Howld on whilst I loitl ” yelled poor Tim, duck 
lng and diving and scrambling, as tbe bullets flew paBt blm zlp- 
zlp-z|p, and splintered the bark above. It was a very straight 
tree. The “byes'"were so frenzied with tbe situation tbat they 
shot right upward, land Tim's alarm only heightened the sport. 
Bat he had no notion of rfribmlttlng to such* recklessness. Slid¬ 
ing down the tree, he pitched In, pell mell, to one of the ring¬ 
leaders, and 1 nade such a merry fist and skull as warmed the 
blood of the Irtah brigade for all that evening. Any man who 
wanted a fight from tbat time forth could get It by asking Tim if 
be could climb. 

Tim’s adventure,- however, had roused the spirit of sport In the 
camp. The sapper’s corps near by were amply provided with 
climbing irons for telegraph duty, the artillery camp with 
loses. A party of youngsters, securing climbing Irons and fuses, 
made the wood* resound with their merrlmeut until there was not 
a squirrel 1 within five miles. The method was simple. As nobody 
would climb the trees when those below were armed, and as tbe 
use of arms for such purposes was strictly forbidden, a party of 
fifty or more would sally forth, unarmed, save with wooden bil¬ 
lets. Deploying as skirmishers, they would range tbe forest 
until a squirrel, a hole, or a nest was espied, and then such hur¬ 
rahing and cheering was never beard. Tbe climber, with bis 
Irons, mounted tbe tree, bis pockets supplied with fuses. If the 
poor little victim lodged In tbe limbs, or In bis nest, be was soon 
shaken down; If he took refuge lu|his hole, a fuae, lighted aud 
dropped loto it, brought him out at a double-quick. If be es¬ 
caped tbe sturdy whack that greeted blm coming out, be gener¬ 
ally landed In tbe midst of a roaring pack of bumans, who made 
quick work of him. And oh I the thumps Intended for poor bun¬ 
ny that, misdirected, fell upon the shins and backs of tbe scram¬ 
blers for his meat. Ob I tbe scratched faces and bitten fingers, 
resulting from catching blm in tbe air, or seizing blm while yet 
alive. Do you suppose tbe men engaged In theee sports deserted, 
grew bome-slck, or fell sick? Not often, They were as merry a 
troop as ever whooped. They slept like tops when they came back 
to camp, and cheered the gloomiest comrade of the bivouac with 
the jolly story of tbe sport. Well, tbe fame of tbe Irish brigade’s 
squirrel bunt lug reached our camp. We were nearer the flats of 
the Rappahannock. Quite a number of our boys were fond of 
field spurts, aud we found Innumerable rabbit tracks In tbe snow. 
We resolved not to be out-done. About a hundred of our regi¬ 
ment started rabbit hunting. Like the Irish brigade we went un¬ 
armed. We would reach a field, aud deploying all arouDd It, 
would gradually close in, beating every bush until we started a 
“molly cotton-tail,” and then we would havefUD for the million. 
Such running! such yelling I It made tbeeQemy on the'opposite 
side of the river stand on tip-toe on their works, wondering what 
In thunder Johnny Reb was doing. A rabbit seldom escaped us. 
Every time we started out our numbers were augmented, until, 
at last, we hunted almost In brigades. Several of us became so 
famous for running and seeing them In their beds that we 
came to be known by dog names. Do you know “Ring” 
Thompson? That’s where be galoed bis nickname. He 
wore a white handkerchief about his neck, and we called 
him Ring, after an old hound of that name, that followed tbe 
wagon train. It was wonderful to see bow easily we could catch 
a hare by this method. Dp she would bounce and off sbe would 
start like a whirlwind, a regular rebel yell at her beds. In an 
Instant, seeing the line In front, Bhe would double. A moment 
later change her course, and so, frightened to death, confused, 
bewildered, she would squat and fall a prey to tbe first man 
that seized her. 

One day we were down on the fiats In full blast, not less than 
five hundred of us. It bad.become fashionable for tbe officers to 
ride to the hills behind and witness tbe sport. We were having 
an unusually floe time and failed to notice anything extraordi¬ 
nary going on on the other side tbe river. Suddenly a courier 
gallopod down and hallooed to us that General Lee ordered us to 
hurry back to camp. We desisted from our sport rather suddenly 
aod were trudging back In little groups, grumbling. All at once 
a puff of smoke went up from Stafford Heights. Somebody sung 
out, "Look out 1” Half a dozen shells came over our beads. 


“ Whlck-er-wbicker-wtaicker, whicker, whicker, whlck, bomb!” 
I warrant you,we needed uo second ordor to leave the flats. We 
came In ou a loug trot. As we reached the high grounds, there 
eat the old General upon Traveler, grave but kind, and as we 
flushed and panting, touched our caps to him In passing, with a' 
merry twinkle In his eye, he said: “Ah, boys, those rascals over 
there arc Jealous of your pot-pie. They are afraid we are living 
too high.” 8everal of the boys ran up to his stirrups and tried to 
press their hard-esrned trophies upon him, but he would not ac¬ 
cept them, and we went back to camp swearing we’d have that 
battery the next fight we got Into for Interfering with our fun 

Ob, those rabbit pot-plee. Did I say I did not care for game? 
I retract. Mrs. Plover, when you next Invite me, please have a 
rabbit pot-pie. If there la any trouble about cooking It I'll come 
around aud cook It myself, with rebel sauce. 

The door-bell rang. The servant disappeared. In a moment 

he returned usherlog In General -. General_ was 

no real general; he was a militia general, but for all that, a very 
good fellow. A great burly, red-faced member of the legislature, 
from Accomac, who had dropped lu upon ub, little expecting to 
find company, but too much at home aoywhere, particularly lu 
ray house, to be long disconcerted. There was merry handshak¬ 
ing all around. His glass was Boon at hla seat. He and Mr. 
Parker were no strangers, as the sequel proves. 

" I presume this frolic Is lu your honor, Mr. Parker,” said the 
general, glancing around at the sportsman company. ' “ Not the 
first sporting frolic we’ve had together, sir.” The old gentle¬ 
man’s eye twinkled with a merry smile at the suggestlou. We 
looked at the General Inquiringly.

‘Can I go with youl’ ‘Can I go, too?' chipped In 
Henry, before tbe words were out of my mouth. ‘What, and take 
those pop-guns along? Here, Bhoot me now; It will’save the 
trouble of bringing me home,’ said Mr. P., flinging open bis coat 
and squaring himself before us tauntingly. 'I would not trust my¬ 
self live yards with such a pair of Hessians for tlO,000.’ We 
explained that we did not wish to take our guns; tbat all we 
wanted was tbe honor of holding his horse and watching him 
shoot. We begged, we coaxed; we teased. At last, turning to 
Sergeant, he said: ‘John, let’s take tbe little rascals.' ’All 
right. Will you agree that if you don’t behave yourselves we 
may whip you?’ ‘Yes, yes,’ said we, little thinking what a 
walloping we were bargaining for. It was soon agreed. We 
were to start at sunrise. My father was a physician; Parker 
knew him well, and as his own vehicle needed repairs, and hla 
horse was Jaded, he gave me a note asking the loan of father's 
old gig and mare for the morrow. Away we sped. Everything 
was filed right. Henry slept at my house that we might be up 
early enough. We laid awake half the night talking over the 
morrow. It was barely daybreak when we drove up to the tavern, 
and we had to wait almost an hour |n the cold before Mr. Parker 
and Sergeant came down, 

“Father’s gig wss one of those old fashioned broad-seated affairs, 
roomy enough for a family, swung, not ou springs, but with 
leather straps on a frame.

A Western Rifle Association. 

Atlantic, Iowa. 

Editor Chicago Field:—I am glad to see tbe “spirit" moving the 
Western riflemen to the formation of a Wenleru Rifle Association. I 
have read with lutereat aod pleasure tbe several articles on tbe subject 
recently published In tbe Chicago Fikld. I advocated this movement 
some two or three years ago, and wrote to several of the Western clubs 
upon the subject, and also brought the matter luto public notlceln an 
article published Iu the Chicago Field. But, at that lime, it seemed 
Impossible to get any concert of action, and but little Interest seemed 
to r>e manifested in the subject, and tbe writer hereof felt constrained 
to “ bide bis time." 

It seems now, that considerable Interest has been awakened since 
then and many see and feel the necessity of an organization which I 
at least, then believed to be indispensable to the wants and success of 
Western riflemen. I ball tbe uear approach of that glad day, when It 
shall be said that a Western Rifle Association bas been formed which 
bids fair ro outrival Crcedraoor or Dollymount. Surely, Western men 
arc not lacking In any of those qualities which make the man a good 
rifle shot, such as nerve, eye, steadiness, endurance, etc., and as for en¬ 
terprise and go-ahcadctivenee®, we never yet have been known to sit 
ou the back row 

Wc uecd such ou association,and we must have it. My only wonder 
Is that It was not organized long ago. An association of thiB kind iu 
the West will form a nucleus, and rifle clubs will be organized in many 
places where noue are In existence now, and many others will become 
interested even Id those places which have clubs already organized. 

We should have one or two corapetilious each year upon some range 
selected for tbe purpose, aud matches between the clubs from time to 
time by each fehooiiugon its own range, as many matches have been 
already shot by Western clubs, and lu less than one year from this time 
the Interest in rifle shooting would lie at a fever heal la the West. 

Then we have some ambition also, iu securing teams to be sent 
to Creed moor to compete with our brother riflemen of the East, 
aud iu obtaining positions iu ihoscinteruutioual contests with England, 
Ireland and other nations, which have heretofore beeu so exclusively 
composed of Eastern men. 

But the question Is, how shall Ibis organization be accomplished? 
Tbe clubs are scattered throughout several states, and if the most cen¬ 
tral point Is selected fur a place of meeting, it will still be so far away 
from muL y that they will uot send representatives. But that does 
not matter, for it is uot to be expected that every club will, or can he, 
represented at all the meetings. Somebody must take tne initiatory 
slepa to get just as many together at some convenient point, and si as 
early a dav ns possible, to make an organization, and set tbe thing 
goiug. This should be done by the chibs in some large city where a 
range is already established, like Chicago, Milwaukee, or Minneapolis; 
and if tbe meeting of these clubs at Milwaukee could be agreed upon, 
aud the lime fixed, and a call signed hy the officers of all three of 
these clubs, published aud circulated among nil the Western chibs, It 
would no doubt prove entirely satisfacloty and aitahi the desired end. 
All we wnnt to know is, when and where this meeting is to beheld, 
and let those who cannot be preseut send lu a written statemsut of 
their ideas in regard to the organization of the association, and tbe 
plans to be adopted in making its future meetings entirely successful 
and satisfactory, and those who are present cannot fall to adopt the 
proper measures to bring about a good time, aud a happy meeting of 
the Western riflemen.

Ky.—I wish to ask w bat I am to do with my 
pointer dog, whose symptoms I will descr.be. This pup is uow eigh¬ 
teen months old, ana never saw a minute's sickness until tbe 10th of 
January, when he had a tit. Since then I have watched him very 
closely, and will give his symptoms. For two weeks after the lit, I 
could see nothing out what was all right, then I noticed, in running 
about the streets, that he seemed to rtlove hie hind legs Htiflly, and 
spread them apart, otherwise he was well as usual. Eats hearty, and 
weighs now over sixty pounds. The night of February 2 he had a very 
ugly attack ofdiarrhma, and during tbe day of February 8 he had very 
little appetite, and when I would call him would come with head and 
tall down, looking as though he had been cowed by severe whippings. 
He seemed drowsy all day, and at nine o'clock p. m. he gave a yelp as 
though struck a severe blow. 1 found him coiled up kicking, aod per¬ 
fectly unconscious. I emptied a quart vessel of cola water on bis head, 
which revived him instantly, and in ten minutes no one could lull any¬ 
thing had happened. He passed the balance of the night easy, aud the 
u< xt morning the dlarrhtea continued. 1 gave him a dose of castor oil, 


1 gave him a dose of castor oil, 
with three drops of laudanum, aud now he 1 h as hearty and lively as ever, 
lie Is a very valuable and promising dog; I should hate to lose him.

loo far, and there is also some irritant in the bowels that caused the 
diurrhu-a. Give him a dram of jalap mixed into a pill with syrup. Take 
of bromido of potash one Hundred grains. Water two ouucce and simple 
syrup one ounce; mix aud give a dessertspoonful three times a (lay til) 
it Is all gone. We think he will have no more of tho fits. Feed lightly 
three times a day and give plenty of exercise. 

M. B., London. Ont.—In your Issue of late date among the answers 
to correspondents 1 saw a prescription with one grain of podophyllum 
ordered In each dose. Row as it is the resin of podophyllum that is 
almost always used and not the powdered root, which is rarely 
prescribed, I think some barm may be done to valuable dogs If your 
prescription is made up as it reads in your issue. I should say that 
Instead of thirty grains of podophyllum, the prescription should read, 
five grains of reelna podophylll, and then be quite strong enough for 
a tolerably strong dog if administered twice a day. I write this because 
1 know that very many may clip out the prescription, which is a re¬ 
markably good one,where weakness with sluggish bowels are combined; 
aod after having given about three doses flndthelr patient in extremis 
will not think much of wbat otherwise wonld be most useful. I ask

William Sexton vs. Jacob Schaefer. 

On February 15, at Cooper Institute, New York, Tor $500 a aide, win¬ 
ner take oil, and loser pay all. Jacob Schaefer aud William Sexton 
played tbu first Important cushion carom match In the history of bil¬ 
liards in America, four hundred points up. Joseph Dlou for Sextou, 
and Lou Morris for Schaefer acted as umpires, aud Dudley Kavanagh 
referee. 

Sexton led with the white ball counting 2; Hcbaefcr's first inning 
gave l. In tho 21 inning the score stood Schaefer 101 , Sexton 54. Some 
of Sexton’® long combination shots were marvels of skill. Schaefer ex¬ 
celled iu light corner work, lu the fiftieth inning Sexton executed a 
ricochet bhot that drew tremmdous applause. At tbe close of tbe flfty- 
flrst Inning the score gave Schaerer 205 to 104 for Sexton. In the flfly- 
fifth iuDing Sexton passed Schaerer, the buttons showing 211 for Sexton 
to 207 for Schaefer. The men kept so closely together that every shot 
wbh watched with Intense interest, lu the third hundred Sexton at first 
gradually drew away from Schaefer. At the sixty-sixth toning Sextou 
bad 262 to bis credit, while Schaefer's buttous tooted up 238. Sexton 
rounded his third hundred und entered bis fourth In the seventy-seventh 
inuiug by the rnout magnificent display of billiards ever seen in 
the Lotted State®. At the close of this Inning Sexton had 
scored 302. Jacob was 37 buttons behind lu the eight? third Inning 
Jacob ran twenty poiuts. Just after a flurry on a claim of foul against 
Sexton, which was not allowed. This placed Schaefer within one 
point of Sexton. Each man now played for safety to a greater extent 
IhHii at auy previous stage of the match. Sextou played with astonish¬ 
ing skill, while Jacob plunged along through a streak of poor luck. At 
the eighty seventh Inning Sexton saw 345 points to his credit, while 
Jacobgitzedon 323. Volleys of "Oh*!'’ uow greeted every failure to 
count on apparently fair shot®, while Sexton’s master-stroke® were 
loud y appluuded. When the ecore stood 3ftft for Sexton to 24ft for 
Schaefer, Jacob made a ruu often, and slipped up ou an easy shot. 
Sexton then ul yed with renewed nerve. When Sexton reached 380, at 
the close of the ninety-seventh inning, Schaefer ® score showing only 
357, it appeared to uearly everybody In the room that Sextou would 
win the match. Iu the P9th Inning he ndded twelve points 
to his score,leaviug him only eight to ruu, while Schaefer bud 
forty-three to make in order to come out victorious. Schaefer 
fired away steadily aud surely until he had cornered the ball®, 
l’heo, with a delicacy of touch that held the globe® in close order, while 
bi® score gradually crept up towurd his opponent's, Schaefer added 23 
to hie row of counters. This placud him wiihln 12 of Sexton’s 3U*. 
Sexton stepped back after maklug one point, in his ninety ninth in¬ 
ning. Schaefer finished this inning hy adding four more to bis siring. 
Sexton, with a face as white as marble, scored three in hie oue hun¬ 
dredth inning. This left him only four poiuts to make tho required 
400. Schaefer wanted 15. He started in with remarkable nerve, count¬ 
ing shot after shot until the marker had called fourteen. Flfteuu 
would have given him the game, but he failed to make it The specta¬ 
tors yelled with excitement, when Sextan failed to count on a combina¬ 
tion shot in the following inning, ana Schaefer followed suit on a masse. 
A crowd begau to surge around the table, aud calls were 
made for the police to clear a space for the player®. 
When this had been accomplished, Sexton, In his excitement, railed to 
count again. The crowd was now so dense that most of the reporters 
were unable to see the position of tbe balls on the table. Schaefer’® 
face was perfectly bloodless, ami Sexton's appeared livid when the 
former leaned over the table to make the first snot in the one hundred 
aud second Inning.

He Is excel¬ 
lently put together, and is the fastest dog I ever saw, the great¬ 
est objection I have to him being, that he Is so unevenly marked 
and blotched up on the head, that It gives him rather an odd 
appearance. 

Pat Is an Irish water spaniel, by Slnbad out of Llffey, and, next 
to champion Barney, Is probably the finest specimen of the breed 
In America. Never havingseeu Barney, but, judging from what 
1 have beard and from a wood engraving of him, I think Pat 
beats him a little In the body and tall; In fact, his caudal appen¬ 
dage Is perfect, but his bead Is a trifle short, and his coat Is not 
as good as Barney’s. He is thoroughly broken, an A No. 1 duck 
dog, and the moBt Intelligent animal I have ever seen. He will go 
back on a track for miles to recover anything lost, readily distin¬ 
guishes one article of clothing from another when told to bring 
It, and goes down to the front gate every morning and brings 
tile paper up the house. He won first here In 1879, and also at 
our show here la6t Fall. 

At the head of the bitches, as one of the best native English 
setter bitches I have ever seen, I unhesitatingly place Nannie, a 
black and white heavily ticked bitch by Blue Dash (Pride of the 
Border—Dora) out of Mr. Geo. Waddlngton's old native setter 
bitch Sport. Sport la the dam of Queen, winner of third In the 
champion stake at Hampton, Iowa, In 1877, and Mr. Waddlng- 
ton says he never shot over a better one In the field than she Is. 
She Is also the dam of many other good field dogs, of which Nan¬ 
nie Is one of the best. Nannie was the winner of first In her 
class here in 1879, and of second In 1880. She Is the most stylish 
animal I ever saw draw a field, and I have seen her make just such 
a point as old Dan Is represented as making In your New-Year 
number. I can therefore appreciate your lithograph of him, as a 
real sketch from life and not a mere fancy of the mind. 

After Nannie, In native English setter bitches, comes Jetty, a 
very handsome little black, white and tan ticked bitch of the 
Laverack type, by Dan (Charm—Lady Stafford) out of Flora. 
She Is now one year old, very pretty, and promises to make a 
bench show winner, as well as a good one In the field. She Is 
fast, and moves very prettily. She received a V.H.C. In the 
puppy class here last Fall. 

Champion Nell Is the handsomest Gordon setter bitch I ever 
remember to have seen, her only fault, In my opinion, being that 
she carries her tall most too low tojshow herself off to the best 
advantage. Mr. Kaye has lately purchased her from Mr. A. A. 
Mellter of this city. She Is beautifully proportioned, and her 
color is of the very best, the black being bright and glossy, and 
the tan very rich and clear, and distinct from the black. She Is 
about as near the true Gordon type as can be found, and Is the 
winner of three championships; first and championship at 8t. 
Paul In 1878, championship at Philadelphia In 1879, and cham¬ 
pionship at St. Louis In 1879. 

Scotchey Is a dark red Irish setter bitch, with a white blaze, a 
white spot on the breast, and also some white on the feet. She 
Is by Waller's champion Ranger, out of Floss, at one time owned 
by Mr. Kaye. She is a very handsome bitch, and has thrown 
some excellent puppies. Mr. 8. 8. Brewer of this city has one of 
her daughters, by Berkely, which he says cannot be beaten on 
chickens (pinnated grouse), and Mr. Kaye now haB a young dog 
out of ner by Elcho II (champion Elcbo—Rose), which bldB fair 
to make a rare good oue In the field. He also has a medium 
sized all red bitch by Erin II out of Fan II. 8be Is quite hand¬ 
some, and Is a long way above the average, both In bench show 
and field qualities. She was very highly commended at our 
show here last Fall. 

Rose II, by the Westminster Kennel Club's Sensation out of 
Orglll’s Rose, Is a very small lemon and white pointer bitch, 
well put together, and very cleanly cut, not showing the least bit 
of throatiness or looseness anywhere. 

In Irish water spaniels, besides Pat, there Is Ike, winner of 
second here last Fall, who has a coat as near perfect, I think, as 
breeders of water spaniels can ever hope to obtalD; also Llffey, 
now In whelp to Pat, and three young bitches not yet old enough 
to breed. _ _ 

In retrievers other than water spaniels, the kennel boasts of a 
beautiful Chesapeake bay bitch, Mermaid, of a handsome sedge 
color, and winner of second here In 1879, when only six months 
old; and last but not least, a handsome brace of Imported fox¬ 
hound bitches, and a brace of beagles, dog and bitch, from the 
Topeka Kennel, Topeka, Kansas. 

Mrs. Kaye has quite a small kennel of pet dogs, embracing 
several black and tan terriers; an Irish terrier bitch puppy, Im¬ 
ported direct from the kennels of Dr. Nivens, Ontario, Canada, 
and Gypsey, a white fox-terrier bitch, with black markB on the 
head and ears, a white face with tan on the cheeks, and tan spots 
over the eyes. Dr. Nivens says she Is the most perfectly-made 
fox-terrier he ever saw, and Is a model for breeders, except that 
she Is just a trifle too smsll. 

As I have written this description of both the kennels and the 
dogs from memory, I would not be surprised If there were some 
mistakes In It, but I have tried to make It as nearly accurate as 
possible, and If Mr. Kaye notices any errors I hope he will par¬ 
don me, and correct them at an early date throngb the medium 
of the sportsman’s dearest friend and treasure, the Chicago 
Fielb - Canis. 

An Interesting and Instructive Case of Poisoning. 


Salina, Kan. 

Editor Chicaoo Field;—A friend of mine, and next door 
neighbor, the owner of some of the finest dogs In America, and 
well-known, wnom I will designate as Mr. H., came borne on the 
Orat day of February about four o’clock, from hla business place. 
He lives next door to me, and we are, mostly on account of 
similar tastes and views. In dally and hourly communication. 
He owns, among others, a red Irish setter bitch pup out of 
friend Junior, by Red Gauntlet, about six months old, a very 
promising, finely developed animal. This pup has been In the 
habit of getting,at times,out of the kennel at one particular point, 
and roaming a little In the neighborhood, particularly to the 
house of a wuuld-bs eportsman, who himself owns dogs, but who 
oea not know or want to acknowledge the superior field quall- 
ies of the dogs of my friend and neighbor. 

On that evening Mr. H., after attending to his usual kennel

l u oun(i the P U P ,D tP° kennel. He noticed at once on 
etting his dogs out of the closed part Into the open yard of the 
ennel.that there was something wrong with this pup from its alow 
w, *? n an< * frothing at the mouth. Carefully he took the pup Into 
tin os!**®' ant ' f“tened It securely In a warm place. On Interroga- 
g hlo wife If the pup bad been out, she told him that It had 
ieswraly stmt up In tbs slot ad part of tba haute) from oue 


o'clock p. m. till that time, and he therefore was at first slow to 
believe that It had received any quick acting poison, or poison 
at all. Waiting a little while, Mr. H. did not give any medicine 
to the pup, notwithstanding the frothing, till be began to notice 
the rigidity and contraction of all the muscles of the animal, and 
staggering and signs of spasms. Mr. H. then gave one-fourth of 
a drop of extract veratrum vlrlde, the pup being nearly In a spasm 
already, which, when It set In, was a light one. About ten 
minutes after the pup bad as severe a spasm as a dog could have, 
and in consequence thereof Mr. H. gave one drop of the above 
medicine. About this time I happened to Bteptn, and Mr. H. re¬ 
marked to me, as I had been talking of buying the pup; “Mr. —, 
you will lose your pup.” On seeing the animal and examining It, I 
found It lying down,the muscles perfectly rigid,the breathing rapid, 
with rattling in the throat, with great contraction and expansion 
In the lower part of the body, wild eyes, the animal at the least 
touch or noise showing a wild and wicked disposition to bite, 
mouth drawn open, teeth exposed, saliva flowing freely, wild 
looking and set eyes, and s general appearance of an extreme 
state of Buffering, that no pen can describe. This was between 
the second and third spasms. Mr, H. remarked to me, that be 
feared that the poison, whatever it might be, was too far Into the 
system to be stopped. “ But,” said he, “ as long as there Is life 

I will try to save It.” In about five minutes after my arrival 
the pup had another, and, as I thought, fearful spasm; but Mr. 
H. remarked that It was lighter than the second, and I helped 
him to give one-half drop of the veratrum vlrlde, It being at this 
time difficult and dangerous to administer it, the pup being, In 
the frenzy of pain, so wild and vicious. Mr. H.’a reason for giv¬ 
ing this time only one-half drop was, that he began to notice a 
slight relaxing of the muscles between the second and the third 
spasm, the latter lasting about one and a half minutes. In about 
ten minutes after the third spasm, Mr. H. gave one drop of 
hyoscyamus nlger, which I helped to administer, It being still 
difficult to do bo. In about five minutes after this the fourth 
spasm occurred, which was considerably lighter than the third 
one. After the fourth spasm, the pup began to move his bead 
quickly In a short, jerking manner, back and forward, the lips 
still drawn apart, but If touched at any point, It did not shtfw 
bo wild a disposition, and the muscles of the legs began to relax 
bo much that, on trying, I found I could straighten them and lay 
them In any position I chose, and the breathing, although ac¬ 
companied by a rattling noise In the throat, did not show the 
former apparent painful working of the lower part of the bowels. 
Although so far favorable, still In general appearance the animal 
seemed to sink lower In vitality, and I expressed my offclon that 
It was sinking rapidly; but Mr. H. was at this time of the opinion 
that this apparent exhaustion was only the effect of the medicine 
getting control of the poison. Immediately after the fourth 
spasm, Mr. H. gave one-half drop of veratrum vlrlde, and It was 
nearly thirty minutes before the fifth and last spasm occurred, 
which was very light and short, showing decidedly that the medi¬ 
cine was gaining control over the poison. After the fifth spaBtn 
the muscles were relaxed and In a nearly normal condition, with 
exception of the jaws and lips, the flow of saliva bad entirely dis¬ 
appeared, the lips being rather dry and feverish. Mr. H., be¬ 
lieving at this time that the pup was under full control of the 
medicine, and that It was only a question of constitutional 
strength whether life or death would result, took the pup In bis 
arms, It being now perfectly easy to handle, all frenzy and vlciona- 
ness having disappeared, and removed It to another part of the 
room, to bed It down for the night, and to await the result 
The animal at this stage, although perfectly easy, seemed 
sinking lower and lower In the scale of vitality. This was about 
9 o'clock p. m. At 10 o’clock, Mr H. gave one large tablespoon 
of castor oil. At 10:30 o’clock the pulse being very low, the 
limbs cold, the muscles perfectly relaxed, the mouth and lips 
naturally closed, Mr. H. gave oue fourth drop of tincture of 
belladonna, In order to produce circulation of the blood, and In 
about fifteen minutes afterward, the desired effect In restored 
circulation, firm, regular pulse and breathing was apparent. At 

II o’clock, fearing that the poison might have caused Inflamma¬ 
tion of the bowels, Mr. H. gave one-fourth drop of extract of 
aconite, and at 11:30 o’clock another one-fourth drop of the 
same. At 12 o'clock he gave one-fourth drop of tincture of 
belladonna. At 13:30 o’clock the pup had so far recovered as to 
sit up and look around, showing general signs of rapid recovery. 
At 1 o’clock one-fourth drop of belladonna was given. At 2 
o’clock the pup was up and walking about, and drank half a cup 
of sweet milk. At 3 o'clock It was resting and sleeping In good 
shape, showing, of course, symptoms of past suffering, bat great 
Improvement In vitality. At 4 o’clock one-fourth drop of aco¬ 
nite was given. At 6 o’clock the next morning It ate Its usual 
breakfast and appeared possessed of a good appetite, and In a 
state of rapid recovery of health. At 9 o’clock a second dose of 
castor oil was given, and this closed the regular treatment of the 
case. The pup being up and about as usual, but on account of 
slight signs of feverish disposition, Mr. H. gave for three days 
after one-fourth drop of aconite three times dBlly. From all the 
symptoms In this case, and from experience In former esses that 
came under Mr. H.’s personal observation, he concluded that the 
poisoning had been done with so-called dog’s button (nux 
vomica). 

I have taken the liberty of Intruding upon your valuable space 
with the above, for two reasons. The first Is that having myself 
been till very lately a kind of modern Thomas as far as regards 
the strength as well as the efficacy of homeopathic medicine, 
but having been an eye witness of this, as well as one or two 
other cases of severe sickness In dogs, I am almost converted to 
the belief, that such system has a great deal In Its favor over the 
old practice of large doses of medicine, that It was almost Im¬ 
possible to give to a dumb brute. 

Secondly, that the above case, and a correctly given statement 
of Its treatment, may be of some use and benefit to the many 
readers of your valuable publication, who love tba noble and 
truest friend of man, the Intelligent, well bred dog.

Criticism on the Awards at the Pittsburgh Bench Show. 

Cleveland, O. 

Editor Chicago Field:—A s an exhibitor at the late Pitts¬ 
burgh bench ebow, I have a few words to say. I think that In¬ 
asmuch as it Is the exhibitors who furnish the material with 
which to makeabench show attractive and successful, they should 
be entitled to some consideration. My experience Is, however, that 
as a rule, bench show committees and judges hold an opposite 
view of the case. I, for one, thought It looked eo at the Pitts¬ 
burgh show, and I will make my statement, and leave It to you and 
the readers pf the Chicago Field whether I am right or wrong. 

In the first place I think It the duty of the committee having 
the matter In charge, to see that suitable and competent person or 
persons are chosen to do the judging; this being the most Important 
part of the business, It Is due to the exhibitors that the selection 
of the judge, or judges, should be made with a view to the fit¬ 
ness of the person or persons so chosen. Thle le just what was 
not done at Pittsburgh, at least In the case of one of the judges. 
The awards made by Major Taylor In the classes judged by him 
were, In the main, correct and satisfactory, though the award¬ 
ing ef the Dm prise to Y«wleft's Duke In tbs abut for pointer 


dogs under fifty-five pounds, I thought a great mistake, as he 
was a weedy looking creature, with no merit whatever, unless 
his color (lemon and white) and a tumor, about the size of a 
pigeon’s egg, on one of his bocks, might be considered as such. 
I noticed that color went a great way toward winning Major 
Taylor’s favor. This was the only mistake made by the Major, 
and It was a very bad one. 

I must say the Judging of Dr. Twaddell was very unsatisfac¬ 
tory to many of the exhibitors; so much so indeed, that several 
protests were entered against the awards made by him In the 
non-sporting and miscellaneous classes. Dr. Twaddell may be a 
good judge of dachshunds and beagles, but when he attempts 
Judging other classes he Is completely at sea, as for Instance, In 
the class for Newfoundland dogs he gave first to a dog nearly 
half white, and resembling a setter more than a Newfoundland 
dog, while there were two tolerably good specimens of the 
breed In the class, both of whom Dr. Twaddell objected 
to as being too curly and too black. Think of this. 
I did not know that the standard by which doge are (or should 
be) Judged, required a Newfoundland dog to have aDy white on 
him, or even allowed more than a few white hairs on the breast, 
or a white toe. I hold that, if Dr. Twaddell knew that white Is 
not allowed to any great extent by the standard, ho did wrong In 
making the award; and If he did not know It, he had no business 
Judging dogs of which be knew nothing. This, however, wse 
one of the least of Dr. Twaddell's faults In judging, and of 
which I, as well as others, with Justice complain. When I led 
my fox-terrier bitch Vixen on the stage to be judged by him, he 
(the judge) called Mr. Lincoln to one side, and asked him to 
whom the bitch belonged. Now, I do not think It was any of 
his business who owned the bitch. If he was judging men 
Instead of dogs, be should bare asked to have the men brought 
forward. As It was, though Vixen was the beet bitch In the class, 
she was put off with second. 

Again, In the Yorkshire terrier clasB, he gave first to Jimmy, a 
very good dog, by the way, and then Bpoils this award, by giving 
second to a dog totally different in appearance from Jimmy. 
Sport wae the only dog In the class In any way resembling the 
winner of first, and he was put off with a V.H.C. In the bull- 
terrler class, a very fine brtudle bitch, belonglngto W, E. Garlng, 
of Pittsburgh, was put back, because she was not white; and 
Belle, belonging to Wm. Veale, of Cleveland, was put still 
further back on the list, because she was white, or nearly so. 

In judging the miscellaneous class, Dr. Twaddell outdid him¬ 
self. Iu this class there were five dogs which should have been 
thrown out, as they were entered wrong. Three of these were 
entered as Cuban poodles and three were, what I should call, very 
good specimens of the lesser French poodle or barbette. Another 
one of the five was entered as a black deer and buckhound, and 
I want to ask you If you ever heard of a Cuban poodle before, 
and If there Is such a dog, known to natural history, as a buck- 
hound 1 The remaining one of the five, of which I speak, was 
entered as a llntz Bedllngton terrier. If I remember aright, you 
and I, Mr. Editor, had a friendly controversy once over wbat we 
were assured was a true typo of the Bedllngton terrier. The dog 
we saw was long bodied, very long In the head, rather pig jawed, 
long eared, and very low on the leg, a long tall, and 
with scarcely any coat, wbat co&t there was being rather 
of a woolly nature. I will now describe the Pittsburgh dog, and 
you can take your choice, as the same authority who assured 
you and I that we were standing before a true type of the breed, 
also assured the gentleman who owned the dog above mentioned, 
that his dog was a true Bedllngton. The dog of this show Is 
rather high on the leg, upstanding, short In the back, rather short 
In the head, square jawed, ears cropped, tall docked, coat long, 
straight and silky. Ib there any difference between the two? 
Instead of throwing out these fire doge, the judge placed one of 
the Cuban poodles first, gave this Bedllngton second, the buck- 
hound got a V.H.C., as also did several others In the class. 

Commeot on these awards Is unnecessary, and the awards were 
afterward changed by placing BeBS Dixon, a very fine young 
bitch of the French poodle breed, second. How this was done I 
do not pretend to ssy. 

The fact that several of the directors of this Bhow did exhibit 
In the regular classes, and secure prizes, Is to say the least unu¬ 
sual, and I should think, was In very bad taste. The grounds 
on which the protests were entered against the awards made by 
Dr. Twaddell, were, I thought, sufficient to sustain them, viz: 
That the appointing of Dr. Twaddell as judge was Irregular, as 
the rules require the name of the judge to be announced thirty 
days before holding the show, and that the dogs were not Judged 
by the standard, as laid down in Stonehenge’s Dogs of the 
British isles. J. Hennesset. 


Scent. 

Your contributor, Caractdcus, In a recent article, Interesting In 
very many particulars, seems at a loss to understand the various 
Influences at work which modify the strength of scent under 
changed conditions. A few facta, therefore, which throw further 
light on the subject, may be worthy of interest. 

The scent of animals arises from four sources, being given off 
from special glandular organs In various regions the widespread 
sudlporous and sebaceous glands, bs well as from a greater or less 
amount of filth adherent to the coat. The scents are of two 
classes, volatile oils and ammonlaca) volatile compounds, more 
or less modified by the presence of various saline substances. 
Other less volatile oils are likewise present, and in the natural 
state form a coating after excretion over the whole hairy cover¬ 
ing of all anlmalF. 

The special glands are usually thoae of the suborbital and 
maxillary pits; these are found In ruminants, the latter especially 
In antelopes. In the chamois a cutaneous pit Is found behind 
the bate of the ear. The odors given off In these cases seem to be 
merely for the guidance of the sexes. 

The inguinal glands, or those of the groin of some female ante¬ 
lopes, just external to the nipples, are another variety. In the 
elephants In the temporal region of the face there 1 b a large 
gland. In the shrews two longitudinal groups open on the Jlankt. 
In the peccaries one Is found on the hinder region of the back, all 
of these giving off a kind of musky odor. In the musk deer 
the glands of the groin open on the prepuce, and Becrete the juice 
which when dried Is called musk. The preputial and ano-prs- 
putlal ducts of beavers pour forth a secretion from two sets of 
glands, one musky In odor, the other offensive, but mixed In the 
dried article of commerce and called castoreum. In the water- 
vole, male and female hare, In the dog, fox, wolf, civets surlcste, 
Ichneumon, anal glands sre especially found. 'In the hyena they 
are very large. In the semurldas the anal glands are merely 
cutaneous shallow pits. In some shrews and In the fox there are 
caudal scent glands on the lower part of the roots of the tall; the 
odor of the former Is musky. In some bats there is a bad smell¬ 
ing scent gland which opens on the front edge of the wing, near. 
the shoulder-joint. In the rhinoceros there Is a similar organ, 
opening in the middle of a transverse fold at the back of the 
foot. In blsulcate ungulates, as cattle and sheep, a duct opens 
at-the top of the fore part of the cleft between the great hoofs. 
Other Innumerable Instances might be given, but these are 
enough; yet the ansi gland of birds mast not be forgotten.

Throwing Back.

THE OPINION OFTHE SUPREME COURT IN THE| 
MACNER CASE. 

The following Is the opinion of the 8upreme Court of Illinois 
In the Magoer case, to which reference was made In our last Issue, 
and which we publish In full:

The People of the State of Illinois. \ Court of Cook County. 
O pinion by Schoi.field, J.: 

The grounds upon which It Is argued the Judgment below 
should be reversed, are: 

1st. Because the statute does not condemn the possession or 
sale of quail taken and killed beyond the limits of the State, 
which Is subsequently shipped into the State for sale. 

2d. Becauae, If the statute shall be held to condemn such pos¬ 
session and sale, then In Its enactment, so much of § 18, Art. 4, 
of the State Constitution as requires that the subject of every 
act shall be expressed In Its title was disregarded, and hence It Is 
not law. 

3d. Because, If the statute Is free of all other objections, but 
shall be held to condemn tbe possession and sale of quail taken 
aud killed beyond the limits of tbe State, It Is void, and not law, 
for tbe reaaon that It la In contravention of the 3d clause of $ 8, 
of Art. 1 of the Constitution of tbe United States, which confers 
upon Congress power to regulate commerce with the foreign 
nations and among tbe several states. 

They will be examined In the order stated: 

1st. The first section of the statute under consideration makes 
It unlawful for any person to hunt, pursue, kill or trap, net or en¬ 
snare, or otherwise destroy any quail or ruffed grouse between the 
1st day of January and the 1st day of October of each and every 
year. _ 

Tbe Becond section makes it unlawful for any person to buy, 
sell, or have lu possession, any of the wild fowls, birds, etc., men¬ 
tioned In section one, at any time when the trapping, netting, or 
ensnaring of such wild fowls, birds, etc., shall be unlawful, which 
shall have been entrapped, netted or ensnared contrary to the 
provisions of the Act. This is manifestly but equivalent to say¬ 
ing that it shall be unlawful to buy, sell or have In possession, 
between tbe 1st day of January and the let day of October, In 
aach and every year, any of the wild fewla. birds, etc., specified 


the purpose of selling or exposing for pale, any of the animals, 
wild fowls or birds mentioned lu section one of this act, after the 
expiration of five daya next succeeding tbe flrat day of the period 
In which It shall be unlawful to kill, trap or ensnare, such ani¬ 
mals, wild fowls or birds," etc. No exception whatever Is made 
with reference to the time when, or the place where, auch '* anl-j 
male, wild fowls or birds ’’ shall have been killed, trapped, or en¬ 
snared; but the language, as plainly as language can, Includes 
all animals, wild fowls and birds. 

That this was Intended, Is further manifest from the language 
of the seventh section, which declares: “The provisions of this 
Act shall not be construed as applicable to any Express Company, 
or common carrier, In whose possession any of the animals, 
wild fowls or birds herein mentioned, shall come In the regular 
course of their business for transportation, whilst they are In 
transit through this 8tate from any place without this State 
where the killing of said animals, wild fowls or birds shall be 
lawful,” thus, In effect, declaring that but for this qualification 
the provisions of the Act would be applicable to such Express 
Companies aud common carriers. 

But, It Is argued, this cannot be the correct construction, be¬ 
cause such a prohibition does oot tend to protect the game of 
this State. To this there seems to be two answers. 

First, the language Is clear and free of ambiguity, and In such 
case there Is no room for construction. The language must be 
held to mean Just what It says. 

Second, It cannot be said to be wlthlu judicial cognizance that 
such a prohibition does not tend to protect the game of this State. 

It being conceded, as it tacitly Is, by the argument, that prevent¬ 
ing the entrapping, netting, ensnaring, etc., of wild fowls, birds, 
etc., during certain seasons of the year, tends to the protection 
of wild fowls, birds, etc., wc think it obvious that the prohibition 
of all possession and sales of such wild fowls or birds, during tbe 
prohibited seasons, would tend to tbelr protection in excluding 
the opportunity for the evasion of such law, by clandestinely tak¬ 
ing them beyond the State, and afterward bringing them into the 
State for sale, or by other subterfuges and evaeloDB. 

It Is quite true that the mere act of allowing a quail netted lu 
Ksubss to be sold here does not Injure or In anywise affect the 
game here—but a law which renders all sales and all possession 
unlawful will more certainly prevent any possession or any sale 
of tbe game within the State, than will a law allowing possession 
I and sales here of the game taken In other States. This is but 
one of many Instances to be found In the law, where acts, which 
In and of themselves alone are harmless enough, are condemned 
becauae of the facility they otherwise offer for a cover or disguise 
for the doing of that which is harmful. 

A similar objection to the construction of the Act, It seems,was 
raised In Whitehead vs. Smlthers (2d C. F. D. 558), 21st Moak 
458; but Lord Coleridge, C. J., said: "I am of opinion that 
that argument is Dot well founded. It is Bald, It would be a 
wrong thing for the legislature of the United Kingdom to Inter¬ 
fere with the rights of foreigners to kill blrdB. But It may well 
be that the true and only mode of protecting British wildfowl 
from Indiscriminate slaughter, as well as of protecting other 
British Interests, Is by Interfering Indirectly with the proceed^ 
Inga of foreign persons. The object Is to prevent Britbh wild! 
fowl from belDg Improperly killed and sold under pretense of | 
their belDg Imported from abroad." In that case, tbe wild fowl 
wss shown to have been oue of a consignment of dead plovers, 
received by a poulterer from Holland, and It was held that Its 
sale was prohibited by general language, like that of tbe section 
under consideration, prohibiting all sales of such fowls. 

In Phelps vs. Racey, 00 N. Y. 10, the language of the statute 
was substantially the same as that of the 8th section. The de¬ 
fense there was that the bird—a quail—had been killed in the 
proper season, but had been kept, by a process for preserving 
game, until after the season expired, and then offered for sale. 
The Court said: “ The penalty la denounced against tbe selling 
or possession after that time, Irrespective of the time or place of 
killing. The additional fact alleged that the defendant had In¬ 
vented a process of keeping game from one lawful period to 
another, Ih not provided for in the Act, and la Immaterial.” 

2d. The title of the Act la “ An Act to revise and consolidate 
the several acts relating to the protection of game, and for the 
protection of deer, wild fowl, and birds.” We think this fully 
expresses the subject of the Act. From the views expressed un¬ 
der tbe first point, It follows that we are of opinion that the pre¬ 
vention of tbe possession and sale of all game during the periods 
designed to protect the same In this State from being taken or 
killed, may reasonably be regarded as a means necessary to the 
effectual protection of the game of this State. It waa unneces¬ 
sary to state the mode by which the game was to be protected, or 
the reasons which Influenced the legislature lu making the enact¬ 
ment. 

Fuller vs. The People, 92 Ills. 182. People et. ret. vs. Lowen- 
thal et. al..

3d. No one has a property In the animals and fowls denomi¬ 
nated “game” until they are reduced to possession. 2d Kent’s 
Corn's (8th Ed.) 416 et. »<q. Cooley on Tort#, 485. Whilst they 
are untamed and at large, the ownership Is said to be In tbe Sov¬ 
ereign authority—In Great Britain, tbe King—2d Blackstone's 
Corn's (Sbarswood’s Ed.) 409-10; bnt with us Id the People of 
the State. The policy of tbe common law was to regulate and 
control the banting and killing of game, for Its better preserva¬ 
tion', and auch regulation and control, according to Blaekstone, 


the older States, since the organization of the Federal govern' 
ment. On the contrary, the constitutional right to enact such 
laws has been expressly affirmed In regard ioJUh by Massachu¬ 
setts, In Burnham vs. Webster, 5 Mass. 266. Nickerson vs. 
Brackett, 10 Id. 212, and by Indiana In Gentile vs. The State, 29 
Ind. 409; and In regard to game, by New York, In Phelps va. 
Racey, euprai and by Vermont, In State va. Norton, 45 Vermont, 
358; and upon principle the right la clear. 

The ownership being In the People of the State—tbe reposi¬ 
tory of the Sovereign authority—and no Individual having any 
property rights to be affected, it necessarily results, that the leg* 
Mature, as the representative of the People of the State, may 
withhold or grant to Individuals the right to hunt and kill game, 
or qualify and restrict It, as, In the opinion of its members, will 
best subserve the public welfare. 

8tated In other language, to hunt and kill game Is a boon or 
privilege granted, either expressly or impliedly by the Sovereign 
authority—not a right inhering In each Individual; aud conse¬ 
quently, nothing Is taken away from the Individual when he la 
denied the privilege, at stated seasons, of buntlog and killing 
game. It Is, perhaps, accurate to say that the ownership of the 
Sovereign authority Is in Iruet for all of the People of the State, 
and heuce, by Implication, It le the duty of the legislature to 
enact such Iswb as will beBt preserve the subject of the trust, 
and secure Us beneficial use, Id tbe future, to the People of the 
State. But lu any view, the question of Individual enjoyment Is 
one of public policy and not of private right. 

Our attention has been called to no law of Congress, and we 
are aware of none, In regard to the transportation of game, still 
If this law may be regarded as a restriction upon Inter-State 
commerce, that is of no Importance,for It was held in Welton 
vs. the State of Missouri, 91 U. S. (1st Otto) 275, that the non- 
exercise by Congress of its power to regulate commerce among 
tbe several States Is equivalent to a declaration by that body that 
such commerce shall be free from any restriction. The Inquiry 
then arises, Is the prohibition of the possession and sale of game 
as enacted In this State a restriction of Inter state commerce I 
In Gibbons vs. Ogden, 9 Wheaton, at page 208, Cblef-Justlee 
Marshall classifies as belonging to, and forming a portion of that 
“Immense mass of legislation, which embraces everything within 
the territory of a State, not surrendered to a general govern¬ 
ment; all which can be most advantageously exercised by the 
States themselves," “Inspection laws, quarantine laws, health 
laws of every description, as well as laws for regulating the In¬ 
ternal commerce of a State, and those which reepect turnpike 
roads, ferries," etc. And he adds: “No direct general power 
over these objecta Is granted to Congress, and consequently they 
remain subject to State legislation.” So in The Daniel Ball, 10 
Wallace 564, the Court Bald: “There Is undoubtedly an Internal 
commerce which la subject to the control of the States. The 
power delegated to Congress la limited to commerce ‘among the 
several 8tates,’ with foreign nations, and with the Indian tribes. 
This limitation necessarily exeludea from Federal control all 
commerce not thus designated, and of course that commerce 
which Is carried on entirely within the limttB of a State, and does 
not extend to or affect other States.” And upon this principle, 
In the United States vs. Dewitt, 9 Wallace 41, it was held that 
a statute of the United States, making It a penal offense to mix 
naphtha and llluminatlugolls, waa beyond the legislative authority 
vested In Congress, and It was said: “But this express grant or 
power to regulate commerce among the States has always been 
understood as limited by Its terms; and as a virtual denial of any 
power to interfere wltb tbe Internal trade and business of the 
separate States.” 

In the celebrated license cases, 5 Howard 504, laws, prohibit¬ 
ing aaleB of liquors, except In large quantities and under stringent 
regulations, were sustained as within the police power, notwith¬ 
standing they Interfered Indirectly with Inter-State commerce. 
Ch. J. Taney, said: “These State laws act altogether upon the 
retail or domestic traffic within their respective borders. They 
act upon the article after It has passed the line of foreign com¬ 
merce, and become a part of the general mass of property In the 
State. These laws, may Indeed, discourage Imports, and dimin¬ 
ish the price which ardent spirltB would otherwise bring. But 
although J State Is bound to receive and permit the sale by the 
Importers of any article of merchandise which Congress author¬ 
izes to be Imported, It Is not bound to furnish a market for It, 
nor to abstain frtm tbe peerage of any law which It may deem 
necessary or advisable to guaid the health or morals of Its citi¬ 
zens, although such a law may discourage Importations, or di¬ 
minish tbe profits of the Importers, or lei sen tbe revenue of the 
General Government." 

So, upon litre principle, It has since been held that as a meas¬ 
ure of police regulation, looking to the preservation of public 
morale, a State law, entirely prohibiting the manufacture and 
sale of Intoxicating liquors, is not repugnant to any clause of the 
Constitution of the United States. Bootmeyer vs. Iowa, 13 
Wall. 129. Beer Co. vs. Massachusetts (97 U. 8.) 7 Otto 25. 

Very clearly this law relates only to the Internal commerce ol 
the State In the article of game. As In tbe license csbcs, It acts 
altogether upon the retailor domestic traffic within the State, and 
aa there said, so may It be said here: “The Btate la not bound 
to fnrnlsh a market” for game; and by parity of reasoning, ,e 
not bound to furnish game for a market. 

And It would seem to be a legal truism, If a State may consti¬ 
tutionally prohibit tbe hilling and poaaeeatoo of game daring tel 1 
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Washington, D. C., Jan. 17, 1881. 

Dear Mr. Clarke*. The question as to whether legislation 
for D tbe protection ol fisheries of the greet lakes and1 of thei ocean 
should he enacted by the general government or the aUtes, Is a 
constitutional one, which 1 am not competent to decide. The 
only power to determine this Is the Supreme Court of the

I do not see why state 
legislation cannot be made efficient. I think that the provision, of 
the law that I suggest In ray llrst report for the regulation of traps

serviceable under other circumstances. The state should first 
declare Its jurisdiction over the localities where the pounds or 
gill-nets are located, aud grant a license to the occupant for e 
time, to prosecute the fisheries, conditional upon obcylng the 
laws on the subject. Let one of the penalties of the law be the 
forfeiture of the right, and the giving of It to the person who 
furnishes Information of the violation. This, with a fine and 
confiscation of the properly, will be sufficiently severe for the 
nUTDOse and one that would Induce all kinds of people to be on 
the fook-out for a chance to report to the authorUle^Shou 
anv one be aggrieved by such action, and carry the case to the 
Supreme Court of the United States, we shallthen have the de¬ 
sired opportunity of settling the question. \ ° urs 8 tru ,} y ’ Bt]HD 


I desire further to read from the report of the United States to 
Fish Commissioner for the years 1871 and 18. as follows ^ 

“ In view of all these considerations, I have drafted a bill, 
which has been presented to the consideration of the commls- ca 
Stoners of several states, and to several eminent lawyers, well fe 
versed In the local laws of their respective states, and corrected P 
to their satisfaction. A copy of this bill, as finally modified, Is g 
given on page 132. I sincerely trust that this, or a somewhat 

hill raav become a law In the states of Rhode Island, to 
M^achusetW, Connec" cu., and New York, as I am satisfied It 
would be for their benefit. Although there may be no serious g 
question as to the right of the general government to make 
enactments In regard to the common waters of the United States, 
it Is possible that any attempt on its part, at the present time, to y

P “ The plan of licensing the pounds, so as to give the state 
more efficient control, la considered one of great Importance, and 
will I believe, be acceptable to the owners of these establish¬ 
ments, as it would give them a security against Interference 
from other parties, that they do not at present possess. 

“The penalty attached to fishing without a license, and the 
ability of a state the more readily to punish an offender by de¬ 
priving him of bis permission to fish, will render parties careful 
how they offend; and by giving to the Informer, in consequence 
of whose complaiut the license Is withdrawn, the flrBt choice of A 
taking the station forfeited, an intense vigilance will be induced a, 
on the part of those who may desire to secure a favorite location, A 
and thus supersede the necessity of an expensive surveillance on u 
the part of the state. 

“ In the event, however, of the refusal of the Btates men- 
tlooed to establish the very limited close time suggested, I 
would recommend the passage by the l utted States of a law, ^ 

^Amfoigain from the same authority, report of 1877, as follows : 

“A very large part of the correspondence of the commission is b 
connected with Inquiries relating to the jurisdiction of the 
United States and of the states over the fish ng grounds, and the 
raethodB by which all parties can secure their rights. 

"The question as to who possesses jurisdiction over the fish- 

eries proper along the coast of the United StateB, and In the nav¬ 
igable waters, Is yet unsettled. At present, the United States 
d g oes not exercise any, but leaves to the states the enactment of t 

faws on the subject. y ’ Some fishermen, aggrieved by the burden t 

of state legislation, threaten to appeal to the Supreme Court for ^ 
the decision of the question; aud it la much to be hoped that 
before long a test case may be established, so that persons Intel- 
ested may know whether to appeal for protection and relief to 

the states, or to the general government. . .__ , 

‘‘Of course, bo far as the setting of traps or pounds obstructs 
navigation, It is clear that the authorities of the United States 
have 6 power to remove these or to require them to be removed 
under severe penalties; but so far no special question has been 
made as to fishing where the Interests of navigation are not con- 

Ce ™!cglelation In the United States is being continually Invoked 
for the removal of fish pounds and weirs, and In certain areas at, 
the head of Buzzard’s Bay and about Long Island, protection 
has been granted by the state legislatures. 

“During the Summer of 1877 an earnest appeal for the protec¬ 
tion of the United States, was received by the United States 
Commission, from Block Island, signed by all Its fishermen, and 
I reproduce this appeal In the appendix to show the feeling on 
this subject, and the general character of the objections to the 
trawling Of course, having no jurisdiction In euch matters, 1 
can do no more than to publish it In the present case. I propose, 
in a general treatise on the plans and character of the American 
sea fisheries, to discuss this whole matter at length. 

And the following, from the second report of the Iowa Fish 
Commission, will be of interest in this connection; 

“ At a meeting of some of the Western fish commissioners In 
1878, the question of protective fish laws for our great Western 
rivers and lakes was under discussion, and I requested Professor 
J. W. Milner, deputy United States commissioner (who was prea- 
entl to make some examination of the subject, and report to me 
his views of the constitutionality aud expediency of the general 
government taking and exercising control of such waters as were 
common to several states. After considering the matter at some 

length, he summarizes as follows : 

“ The point to be decided Is In which, must a law controlling 
the Mississippi, fall. If It Is to be decided by precedent and the 
whole previous history of fishing legislation, It will find Its place 
with Internal police laws; but, as Mr. Falrbank suggested in our 
conference the other day. the work of artificial propagation Is a 
new Interest, developing new exigencies, and requiring new legis¬ 
lation. So far as the Interior ponds and waters are concerned, 
containing local species, the states most, without doubt, have en¬ 
tire control; bat In a great stream of water like the Mississippi, 
and In the great lakes flowing through a dozen states, and con¬ 
taining migratory fishes, passing the entire length of the shore of 
all of them, 6tate laws ore necessarily Inadequate, as ex¬ 
perience proveB that little of equity or reciprocity will be consid¬ 
ered in legislating with regard to the fishing Interest. The upper 
states may appropriate and expend money for the propagation of 
fishes which the lower states have It In their power to prevent 
almost entirely from ascending beyond their boundaries. 

“ The desire for general government legislation has been so 
generally expressed that It would be well If the Btate legislatures 
would call the attention of congress to the matter. The whole

Now, gentlemen, these propositions I make on a very careful 
udy of the pound-net question, and I therefore respectfully

I take the ground that the responsibility of maintaining and 
icreaslng the supply of the food-fishes should rest primarily 
-1th that class which derives tha greatest benefit therefrom, 
aroely, the fishermen. They alone are responsible for the de¬ 
base; their occupation of necessity Is the cause of the depletion 

I the waters. „ . . .. 

Self Id terest in this matter would, it would seem, regulate the 
vll if each Individual could get the benefit of his own exertions, 
lut A does not care to plant fry or fertilized spawn at hla own 
xpense, which when mature, may be caught in B’s meshes; but 
f B would reciprocate by planting fry to be caught in A a meshes, 
hen, as a matter of course, self-interest would prompt both A 
ind B to engage In propagation, which would be mutually bene- 
iclal. But with a thousand A’s and a thousand B’s this com- 
non agreement cannot be made ; and here is where a law com¬ 
piling each one to contribute his part to the common whole, 
vould be as beneficial as it Is just. And I will state right here 
;hat I have taken pains to ascertain the views of fishermen, In¬ 
cluding both pound and gill-nettera In this respect, and I find a 1 
rreat majority are perfectly willing to aid In propagation, pro¬ 
vided each man is compelled, by law, to contribute his pro rat*. 
But I have yet to find a single member of the fishing fraternity 
who does not etrenuously object to the close season plan. 

The states bordering on the great lakeB are, by their geographic¬ 
al position, enabled to derive greater benefit from the fishing 
Interests therein than those more remotely situated, and Bhould, 
therefore, render such assistance In the way of propagation as 
the Importance of the case will warrant; and as the question of 
an abundant supply of fish-food Is one of national Importance the 
general govertjment should also aid in the commendable work. 

But as before stated, this state and national support cannot be 
made obligatory, neither should It be. They have done tbelr 
whole duty In the matter. They have taken the Initial steps; 
they alone have come to the rescue of this declining Industry ; 
and though we cannot rely upon their aid Indefinitely, yet In all 
probability their support will not be withdrawn until the water* 
are restored to their former fruitfulness, and the Industry la able 
to carry Its own burden. I think no fears need be entertained 
that they will not continue to do their whole duty In this respect. 

Now, let those more directly Interested “ put tbelr shoulder to 
the wheel,” aud give the whole movement such an Impetus that 
It will never again experience a decline. Nor should these effort* 
be relaxed until the waters of the great lakes are Uxed to their 
utmost capacity, and the supply of ilsb-food rendered almoet In- 
exbauatlble. 


It remains for os then to urge upon the proper authorities the 
Importance of enacting such laws as will render the whole move¬ 
ment perpetually self-sustaining. 

But I will be more specific as to Borne of the polnte to be em¬ 
bodied In a law which would, In my opinion, tend to bring about 

the deelred results. . , , , , 

I would have the fishing grounds of each fisherman clearly de¬ 
fined, and protect each man, within hla own territory, from the 

Infringements of others. ...... ... 

I would allow each man to catch the fish within his prescribed 
limits, at any or all Bessons of the year, and by whatever process 
he might elect, to secure for himself the greatest possible reve- 

But in consideration of this protection of the one from Inter- 
ferlng with the other, and of this non-interference at the r most 
profitable season, namely, the spawning season, I would levy an 
annual tax or license-fee on each pound, and on each fathom of 

gill or seine nets In use. _ 

I would use the net proceede of this annual tax, exclusively 
for the propagation of the most valuable food fishes. 

I would have the fishermen render all possible assistance, that 
would not Interfere with the prosecution of tbelr work, to the 
properly authorized persons lu the collection of spawn. 

The amount of the tax, and an equitable arrangement as to 
priority of claim to certain localities, could be easily adjusted so 
as to give satisfaction to all parties Interested. 

The license given to each man should prescribe the limits of 
his territory, aid state the penalty for the violation of Its pro- 

The penalty suggested In Prof. Baird's communication, would 
be, I think, sufficiently severe to secure the observance of any or 
all of the measures I have eugge6ted. , 

I will quote entire as follows: . , .. 

“Let one of the penalties of the law be the forfeiture of the 
right and the giving of It to the person who furnishes the Infor¬ 
mation of the violation. This, with a fine and confiscation of the 
property will be sufficiently severe for the purpose aud one that 
would Induce all klods of people to We on the lookout for a 
chanse to report to the authorities.” 

In conclusion, I will say that I have weighed this matter care¬ 
fully aud although my views may be open to criticism, I think 
the measures suggested will, on the whole, accomplish the great¬ 
est good to the greatest number. 

The fishermen will willingly submit to compulsory propagation 
for their own benefit, and thus the reconciliation of this claas Is 
accomplished—which would not be the case If the close-season 
plan Is adopted; while the tax-fund, augmented by the contri¬ 
butions of the state and nation, will be abundantly ample to In¬ 
crease the supply of this valuable food to almost unlimited pro- 
portions. 

Thus it will be seen that my viewB as to what should he in- 
corporated In "Fish-laws, Including propagation as well as pro¬ 
tection,” may be summarized In one brief clause, viz: Protec¬ 
tion for the fishermen, and propagation for the fish.

Is On motion the committee on “ enforcement of game, fish, and 
trespass laws ” were allowed further time to report, 
d Mr j e. Long then read the following essay on sporting dogs, 
game, etc.:

Hon. E. 8. Holmes, President M. 8. 8. Association.— Dear 
Sir :—Feeling a deep Interest In the protection of our game 
birds, animslB and fishes, if not trespassing too much on the 
time of the aaeoclation, I should like to place m.7 views relative 
to the passage of aucb laws as will beat attalu that, eud, aotlci- 
patlng that It is the Intention of this honorable body to advlee a 
general revision of our at present ftefeetlve game laws. I also 
would suggest that in recommending to the legislature of this 
state any revised law, that It will Include the protection of our 
sporting dogs. In my opinloD, the payment of taxes upon them, 
as we are obliged to do, should at least make them subject to the 
same protection ae other animals upon which a like tax Is made. 

I trust you will give this matter the attontlou It deserves. 

I am also strongly In favor of abolishing Summer shooting. I 
am In favor of running or extending the close season further 
into the Fall on all our game birds. • 

With your kind Indulgence I would suggest the following, tak¬ 
ing the game as It rotates to us. I will commence with “Spring 
Duck Shooting." ... 

I am In favor of a law allowing the shooting of migratory 
ducks such as red-heads, blue-bills, canvas-backs, butter-ball, pin¬ 
tails, etc., protecting only mallard, teal and wood ducks, at that 
season. Shooting to end April 30, and opening again on all 
docks September 1. The stoppage of night shooting, as also the 
prohibition of battery nhooting at all seasons. Next we come to 
Spring snipe shooting. I am lo favor of a law allowing them shot 
up to May 1, the season opening again September 1. I am In¬ 
clined to this belief from a life-long observation of them, and am 
f ally convinced that what snipe we do have in this latitude are 
simply those that stop lu their migration! between the North and 
the South. 

WOODCOCKS. 

I understand that-our present law protects them when thejr 
should be shot, and vtetutrta owing, I believe, to a typographical 
error of the state printer or some one else. But be that as It 
may, I am strongly In favor of abolishing Summer shooting at 
this beautiful game bird. To shoot them 1 b July when only half 
grown, Is simply murder, and In August they are generally moult¬ 
ing, making them totally unfit for the table. 

I would suggest that September 1 be early enough for the com¬ 
mencement of the open season. If allowed to be shot during 
July and August, I fear many a ruffed grouse Is brought to bag 
and styled "short-billed woodcock." 

FALL DUCK SHOOTING. 

Our present law beginning September 1, meet* all the re¬ 
quirements. 

RDVVBD GROUSE. 

For this grand bird 1 must express a high esteem. I believe It to 
be the gamiest bird In the world,and so believing I would respect- 
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fully aek due consideration of any law pertaining to his preserva- 
tlon. From an extensive experience with them I am led to think 
that November 1 Is as early as the open season should begin, and . 
allow them to be shot until January 1. By lengthening the close sea- 
eon as above the birds become more mature, while In September 
they Invariably take to trees, making themselves an easy prey to 
the merest tyro of a hunter, while a month later they avoid this 
to a large extent, and teat the skill of the most experienced wing 
shot. 

QUAILS. 

I can only say “Twin brother In excellence to the ruffed 
grouse.” I think November 1 early enough for the open season 
to begin. I think every true sportsman will agree with me lu my 
statement that daring October, at least, three of every five bevies 
that are Bushed are not sufficiently grown; and also, that during 
said month they are to be found In the open, lying close to dogs, 
often giving the pot-huntersa full swing for their murderous pro¬ 
pensity of “ bunch shots,” which a month later It would be hard 
to attain. I recognize, also, that two months of the twelve Is 
about the proper length of open season. I therefore recommend 
the following law, viz.: Make the open season the months of 
November and December. 

WILD TURKEY?! 

Open season to be October, November and December. 

DEER. 


1 believe too much consideration cannot be given to this fast- 
disappearing and noble animal. I am strongly In favor of mak¬ 
ing the open season shorter than our present law allows. A law 
making the open season from 15th of September to 15th 
of November, would be my Idea. I presume there are gentlemen 
at this convention who will present statistics to you relative to 
the unprecedented slaughter of this as well as other of the game 
of this state. I am also strongly In favor of a law to be passed, 
If possible, to prevent the shipment from our state of all game, 
except in limited quantities. A similar law Is at present In effect 
in most of the Western States, and is found to materially assist 
In the preservation of game, shutting off, as It does, the Eastern 
market hunter, who yearly visits our state, not In pursuit of gen¬ 
tlemanly sport, but for pecuniary purposes alone. I understand 
that there Is some question as to the constitutionality of such 
a law, but It strikes me as singular If Bucb law Is respected In our 


sister states, why not In Michigan I From good legal authority I 
am told a law can be so worded as to avoid this, and yet make It 
operate as desired. I therefore urge that this convention 
give its entire support to attain such law. While I do not desire 
to seem selfish toward brother sportsmen of sister states, yet I 
cannot but feel that the passage of such law la only telf-protection, 
which I claim Is God's first law. 

In giving you my views In detail as I have, I trust you will 
accept them In the spirit In which they are offered, and not 
attribute them to any personal or selfish motives, assuring you 
that 1 only desire the fullest protection to our game. There are 
gentlemen composing your honorable body far more competent 
than I am to plead this, yet 1 cannot allow the occasion to pass 
without putting In my feeble plea. 

That your honorable body shall cause such laws to be passed as 
will beat attain this object, is the sincere wish of 

Yours in the cause, John E. Long. 

The secretary read a letter from Mr. A. F. Young, of Escanaba, 
Mich., sdvlelng that the time In which prosecution may be com¬ 
menced be extended to one or two years instead of three months 
as at present, and urging the prohibition of “Jackllgbt” shooting. 
Mr. Brown continues: 

“WoIvcb should have a good bounty on their heads. The 
deer have been all run out of the country the past Fall by them. 
I would make one more suggestion. There Should be a stringent 
law against “pits." I am told that only a few miles from here 
It la not safe for a man to go through the woods. I feel that 
there Is nothing more cruel than the pits as they are made. I 
am told by one who has seen them that before covering or con¬ 
cealing them, they drive stakes In the bottom and sharpen the 
tops, so that in falllDg the poor deer Is Impaled In a most cruel 
manner." 

The secretary read the following letters from the secretary of 
the Wisconsin Sportsmen’s Association: 

Fond du Lac, Wis., Dee. 10, 1880. 

Secretary State Association —My Dear Sir: —I take the 
liberty of addressing you with relation to the protection of the 
deer on the Lake Superior portion of your state, and to learn 
what If any action you expect to take as to amendments to the 
present laws. 

For years I have visited the woods and since the Menominee 
river railroad has been Completed, our states In that section lie in 
such close proximity we ought to have a uniform law. 

Our state association will meet sometime the present month, 
and we hope to better our laws the present year. Our law now 
opens September 1 and continues till November 80, and this Is 
too long with the present destruction. 

What would your association say to making October and No¬ 
vember or to November 15 the open season, and prohibit the use 
of lamps I 

I was In the woodB during the month of October and your 
elate and ours are overrun with poachers, and we must do some¬ 
thing to help the deer or they will be exterminated. I should be 
pleased to hear from you on these points.

Thls record calls loudly for a remedy, and In my opinion can 
only be secured by ahortenlng the season. Meet It squarely with 
no tinkering, or the deer will be obliterated. 

Wisconsin, until last year, had an open season of from five to 
seven month's, and furnished all the facilities the most ardent 
poacher could desire. Lsat season we secured a change, making 
September, October and November the open season, and we bope 
to hold It at this or shorten it to October and November, or 
September 15 to November 15. 

As the law now stands you take the crowd at tbe opening, and 
we get It at the close. 

On one point we have been weak, that la In not securing the 
aft of tbe railroad officials to prevent shipping out of season. 

It would surprise you to eee a large amount of pork shipped 
from points that ralBe no hogs.

I should like to have you correspond with our president with 
especial relation to the deer law, and urge a uniform time for both 
states; also let them know the conservative spirit that pervades 
your deliberations.

Columbus, Ohio, Feb. 0. —I have interviewed over two hun¬ 
dred farmers and sportsmen In the past teD days in regard to 
quails being frozen. I have reports from PlquB, Licking, Fair- 
field, Madison, and Franklin counties. The largest number 
found at any one place and time was three birds, and all told, 
not to exceed twenty quails. Many farmers report quails very 
plenty In the thick and heavy cover, especially In the vicinity 
where cattle and hogs are fed. The farmers claim more damage 
Is done by hawks to quails, than by sportsmen. Many farmera In 
Perry and Llcklug counties sow buckwheat In the Spring for 
their beee to feed upon, and It gives great cover and food for the 
quails iu Winter. This buckwheat Is sown on waste ground, in 
fence corners and by the side of hedges. Mark. 

Salem, Mass., Feb. 1.—New Englanders are suffering with a 
very severe Winter, and many of the sportsmen have laid aside 
their guns for the Winter, It being so cold and with so dftch 
snow on the ground that even the sturdiest shrink from a ten- 
mile tramp after game. Considerable concern has been mani¬ 
fested by the “ crack shots" for the gamy little quail, and only 
one bevy has been seen for the post five or six weeks. Some of 
the old ones have left grain In their haunta but in many cases it 
has never been touched by the birds. Quite a large number of 
foxes were seen this last Fall and early part of the Winter, and 
authority states they are gradually on the increase as more atten¬ 
tion has been paid to bird hunting. « # « 

Vincennes, Ind.— The A>i«of Vincennes, Ind., calls the at¬ 
tention of Prosecuting Attorney Long to the fact that parties are 
killing deer In the county in violation of tbe game law of the 
state, and very properly adds: “ Where Is the use tn having a 
law for the protection of game, unless such law Is enforced; It 
Is as much Mr. Long’s duty to bring these pot-hunters to justice 
as the saloon keepers who sell liquor to minors and keep open 
Sundays. One Is as much subject to prosecution as the other. 
We may add that these pot-huuters of whom we are now speak¬ 
ing are good citizens and stand high In the estimation of the peo¬ 
ple, but their standing does not give them license to break our 
laws.” 

Jerseyville, 111., Feb. 10.—Qualls are scarce, owlog mostly 
to so many hunters. Every man and boy In this place is fully 
equipped with a good gun. The two brands most In use are E. 

There are, of course, some other 
good guns, but as a general thing the cheaper grade guns are 
mostly used. J. H. Richards Is the only dog man who makes it 
a specialty, and knowing him as we do, would state for the bene¬ 
fit of those desirous of purchasing, that Mr. Richards Is an hon¬ 
est, Btraight-forward man, and can be relied on as such. Spring 
shooting will, from all appearances, be exceptionally good, as the 
lakes are filling up, and feed is plentiful. R. H. M.

Madison, Wis., Feb. 11.-On the 9th Senator Delaney Intro- t 
duced a regular Iron clad bill In the Senate. The first section tt 
prohibits the taking of any buck, doe or fawn between the 15tb R 
day of December and the succeeding 85th day of August. Sec¬ 
tion two provides that woodcocks shall ouly be taken between 8 
the 10th day of July and the following 15th day of December. 
Section three prohibits wholly for a term of three years, the killing t 
of any quails, prairie chickens or pinnated grouse. Then follows , 
about twenty sections prohibiting the use of spring guns and all , 
the multitude of devtceB for killing game, and each Bectlon of 
the bill makes it a misdemeanor to violate the provisions of the , 
section, and fixes heavy penalties. The bill prohibits in most , 
specific terms the molesting of any nests or eggs or young of any , 
game birds, or the young of any kind of game. It also pro¬ 
vides ample protection to all Insectivorous birds and their 
young. The bill is a good one, and should pass, but It Is by no 
means certain that It will. 

Montgombkv, Ai.a., Feb. 7.—It no doubt will sound strange 
to bear that any kind of birds were frozen, or even suffered, here 
In the sunny South, yet what I tell you Is true of this section. 
We have had snow on tbe ground for many days, and cold bo In¬ 
tense that doves, klldeers, larks, and other birds would come and 
settle close by you on a bare spot of the ground, and only run off 
like chickens as you walked toward them. Doves were found 
dead, rtfty or more in a pasture and fence corner, and all over 
the country they are very scarce since then. QuailB fared much 
better, the snow resting on tbe bushes and grass furnishing 
them good shelter. Yet whole coveys were taken by hand, 
during the snow and cold, and for a qionth or more there was 
but little bird hunting here, although they are reported Id gTeat 
numbers, last year being a prolific year for quails, and we may ex¬ 
pect plenty the Dext season.

Frederick, Md., Jan. 31.—Supposing the Intense cold weather 
and the long continued snow might have had a disastrous effect 
upon the partridges (Bob White) I directed Henry Perkins, who 
Is a reliable huntsman, to take my two partridge dogs, Dick and 
Duke, and ascertain If there were any partridges to be found. 
The ground to be beaten both the dogs and the huntsman were 
perfectly familiar with, being the laurel hlll-sldee, foot-lands, 
brier patches, sage fields, swamps and thickets of the Llnganore 
hills, where I had left lu different locations six to eight partly 
broken up coveys of partridges late In the season.

■esult without any considerable Increase to our expenditures. 

There waa also dlatributed from the Milwaukee hatchery about 
three and a half millions of the lake trout, which were placed to 
the waters designated to the accompanying report. As will be 
observed, large numbers of the trout were deposited to such of 
the larger and deeper of our Inland lakes as are adapted to their 
wants, and the remainder placed in Lake Michigan. 

In many of the lakes heretofore supplied with trout, they nave 
been frequently seen to large schools. Such has been particularly 
tbe case as reported by parties who have observed them while 
fishing through the lee. There have been frequently some of 
them caught that show a growth of twelve Inches and upward. 
All sources of Information tend to show that the fish are thriving 
where they have been placed, and at no distant day wlU afford 
ample compensation for the mooey and time expended. The lake 
trout stands next to value to the whltefleh, and unlike It, can be 
taken with the hook. Care should be taken to see that It la 
placed only In the deepest of our Inland lakes, and those where 
the water Is of the lowest tsmperstnrs.

The hatch of brook trout durtog the season of 1880 was more 
successful than any previous year, and the nnmber was far In ex¬ 
cess of all previous years combined, reaching upward of nine 
hundred thousand. Of this number there was Aeporitad to tho 
streams of twenty eight counties about eight hundred and sixty 
thousand. At the present time fully one ml lion eggs havo been 
secured, and before the close of the spawning season there Is 
every reason to expect that the number will be Increased to at 
least one and a half millions. Those now In the hatching boxes 
are developing finely, and there Is no reason to fear that the 
hatch of this year will be lees successful than the last, while the 
number will be greatly Increased. The demand for brook trout 
fry Is Immense, but with continued Increase to the breeding 
trout, and with enlarged facilities for butchtog purposes, all 
reasonable requests can be compiled with.

raand. In many of our waters the pike Is the favorite fish 

if was the Intention to have done this last Spring, but the large 
itch of brook trout, followed by that of tbe whlteflsh sDd lake 
out, required all the time and attention of the help employed. 

It was stated to the last report that efforts would be made to 
■cure a supply of European carp, with which to begin their 
ropagatlon and distribution. We are pleased to report that oar 
fforta to this direction have been successful. There are now to 
aa Madison ponds seventy-five, which will spawn next year; also 
iree hundred and fifty of this year's hatching. These were ob- 
ilned from Professor Baird, of the U. S. Commission, and were 
srwarded from the carp ponds at Washington. 

The carp Is particularly adapted to waters where other desirable 
sb will not exist. In all of our southern counties are found 
nnumerable small ponds or bodies of water covering from tea to 
wenty acres of laud. In all such places the carp can be raised, 
ts growth Is remarkable, reaching twelve or fifteen inches to a 
ear, and from Its great fecucdl'y It soon populates a body of 
pater to Its fullest extent. The most favorable localities will be 
elected to their distribution, so that they may have every possl- 
>le advantage to their introduction Into our state. 

The demand for the carp Is far greater than we Bball be able to 
rapply durtog the comtog season, and no distribution can be 

nade before May or June next. _ _. 

We have at the Madison ponds about 1,500 of the California 
salmon, which were developed from the eggs obtained from the 
United States Commission. Many of the larger ones were last 
Summer placed In our inland lakes. Nothing of late has been 
lone to the culture of this fish, as Its adaptability to our waters 
has been an open question. Distributions have been made here¬ 
tofore, but there has not been any general movement to Its cul¬ 
ture of late, for the reason above slated. 

There are about 3,000 of the California mountain trout at the 
Madison hatchery, hatched from eggs forwarded by the United 
States Commission. Throughouttho Eastern States this fish has 
been received with much favor. It is stated to be the equal of 
our brook trout to flavor, and Its superior to game qualities, its 
growth ts rapid, and to size it is larger, aa It attains to five 
pounds and upward In weight. It Is adapted to a much higher 
temperature than the native trout, and for this reason will be a 
valuable fish to place in many of the small streams of Southern 
Wisconsin. It la a hardier fish than the brook trout, more 
active and able to do battle for its existence wherever placed. 
While to general appearance It Is not so beautiful as the native 
variety, It Is Its equal to all other respects.

Tbe work Inaugurated last year at tbe Madison batcher;, of 
clearing oat the large growth of anderbrash, trimming trees and 
generally Improving the grounds, has been continued. The walks 
about tbe ponds have been extended, the driveways enlarged and 
Improved. New springs have also been opened, and ponds con¬ 
structed and enlarged as occasion required. This work has not 
entailed any considerable expense, as It has been mainly done by 
the regularly employed help. The aim has been to make the 
grounds and surroundings present an agreeable and attractive 
appearance to tbe visitors—tbe number of which has greatly In¬ 
creased during the past year. 

In conclusion we would say that tbe only Impediment to our 
complete success bos been our contracted accommodations. Tbe 
Interest of tbe people of the state In tbe matters confided to our 
care, has so largely Increased that we have been unable to meet 
tbe demands made upon us. It Is perhaps not unfair to presume 
that tbe state will continue for years In tbe propagation of the 
best kinds o( fish and stocking our waterB wltb tbe same, as tbe 
beneficial results of such efforts In other states as well as this has 
been well attested. The improvements that have been as welf as 
those that must be made at the hatchery, should be substantial, 
as they are to be permanent The present hatching building Is 
entirely Inadequate to our necessities and must be enlarged in 
proportion to the increasing Interest of our people In fleh-culture 
as attested by tbe numerous orders unfilled, so that a more gen¬ 
eral distribution of the fry can be made through tbe state. In 
order to make the needed Improvements at the state hatchery, 
sucb as enlarging the building, repairing tbe ponds and con¬ 
structing new once,as occasion demands; making suitable arrange¬ 
ments for tbe necessary quarters at Milwaukee, where the hatch¬ 
ing of the lake trout and wbltefieb Is exclusively carried on, and 
for tbe geueral expenses of tbe commission, we shall need for 
tbe current year an appropriation of $ 8 , 000 , which we hereby 
ask, promising tbe same economy In Its expenditure as our 
vouchers, we believe, show has been done with tbe funds here¬ 
tofore entrusted to us.

The hunting season for moose In Nova Scotia commences on 
the 15th September, when calling rosy be carried on with success. 
Calling Is the art of Imitating the bellowing of the cow moose 
during the running season, and thereby attracting the bulls to 
within range of the hunter’s rifle; this acquirement Is one which 
necessitates s deal of practice and skill, as a false note uttered 
would enfflee to put an end to all hope of a bull’s appearance. 
The MIc Mac Indians are the best callers, though It Is only a very 
small proportion of them who are really proficient In the art. 
The nolee uttered by the cow moose Is Imitated through a birch 
bark horn some fourteen Inches In length. 

Though an exciting sport, calling has to be condemned for 
reason of the alarming decrease of bulls which has taken place 
from Its practice. In all parts of Nova Scotia, the number of 
cows predominate to such an extent over that of the bulls that 
only a proportion of the former can, during the running season 
ever receive the attentions of their lords; It Is therefore to be 
hoped that calling may, for a time, If not permanently, be stopped 
as It bids fair, as at present carried on, to do more toward ac¬ 
complishing the extinction of moose In the Province, than any 
of the other many dangers the animals has to avoid. 

Creeping or still hunting commences with the first snow and 
lasts till the end of January; It Is on this sport that I now pro¬ 
pose writing a few lines. ’The ground selected for moose bunt¬ 
ing must be one where the settler has not yet intruded, where the 
stillness of the forest Is not disturbed by the strokes of the lum 
berer’a ax, where the gold prospectors have not yet ventured. To 
reach a spot thus secluded and undisturbed many a weary mile 
along broken roads, over frozen lakes and through the pathless 
woods has to be tramped, and this too with the burden of a pack 
on one’s shoulders containing provisions and requirements for 
the time Intended by the hunters to be spent in the woods. 

Camps exist throughout the country aDd It lain one of these 
the moose hunter makes his home—these abodes are generally 
wigwams, sometimes deserted lumberers’ camps and often only 
lean-to’s built against one of tbe huge granite boulders which 
abound throughout many parts of the province. Let us then 
reader, ln this refuge release ourselves from our burdens and 
against this rock build our fire and commence by collecting sprigs 
of fir which for the next three weeks will represent our downy 
couches, while old Matthlo, the hunter, unpacks tbe grub aDd 
Joe, the cook, gets water from the lake and puts life ln the old 
camp once more. No furniture Is needed to make our home 
comfortable—no repairs to make our house habitable—Nature 
In her bounty provides the wherewithal to meet tbe wants of the 
hunter, and demands nothing from him but to collect end make 
use of her supply. But, of camp and camping doubtless my 
readers possess experience which renders further dilation con¬ 
cerning them unnecessary from me; let us then turn ln for the

What sort of day,Matthlot” Is the flret question which issues 
from what might have been mistaken for a ptle of blankets. 

"Fineday, to-day.” 

Though the wind whistle! thro 1 the pine tree* and angry clouds 


are drifting apace overhead and though fully two feet of sdow 
lies on the ground 'tie a fine day withal—so up out of that 
blanket, wash down those slices of salt pork with a dish full of 
tea, fasten on your snowshoea and take Matthlo for your guide 
"How many rounds shall I take, Matthlo?” 

“Six plenty." 

Away then across the frozen lake, through the grove of 
hackmatacks which skirts yonder hardwood ridge,plunge knee deep 
across the swamp, Into the depths of the forest where the moose 
still roams undisturbed by the advance of the sportsman’s bitter 
foe-clvlllzatlou. 

Let us now consider ourselves ln the woods, with our Indian 
pointing to the first trail struck since our departure from camD 
Last night track, he travlln ’.’ 1 p ' 

A moment’s consultation and the Indian decides to leave the 
track and search for a better and more promising one—not long 
after he strikes what appears to be a much older track than the 
one passed—but this track though older, la of a different and 
better nature than the rejected one. 

“ In yard here ” as Indeed becomes obvious from the foot¬ 
prints crossing and re-crossing among the young birch and maple 
trees now; carefully noting the wind Matthlo strikes off In a 
direction which to moat of us, my dear reader, would appear to 
be exactly opposite to tbe direction ln which our game was head¬ 
ing. Follow him, however, put your snowshoes In the tracks of 
his and keep sb close to your hunter as you're able. 

“ Look, Matthlo, there’s another track.” 

“Datsame; you load your gun all right." 

Though confident of having done so the fact of your opening 
the breech to assure yourself Is at this time excusable. So blun¬ 
der on again ln the footprints of your Indian, who you seels once 
again off the track. 

“ My, don't you do dat, moose scare like any ting.” 

No, sir, you really must select some more fitting time for tum¬ 
bling over windfalls and breaking sticks than when on a hot track, 
so withdraw your gun from Its perpendicular position out of that 
snow heap, pick up your cap, clear your barrels, and come along. 
Another curve Is described, and the hunter again closes on the 
track, and there a few yards further on la tbe bed lu which our 
noble game reposed last night; another curve, and yet another la 
described, each curve getting smaller, and the tracks each time 
they are reached getting fresher. 

Stealthily now creeps the Indian, picking an easy path through 
the maze of trees, his ears and eycB are strained to catch sound or 
sight of the aultnal whose keen senses demand the display of the 
hunter’s ul most craft. 

Now, crouching, he passes under the splaying branches of the 
spruce trees; now noiselessly he bends and steps over a low 
bongh which Impedes bis way; now he makes a detour to avoid 
a thick mass of fallen timber, through which It would be Impos¬ 
sible to creep without noise—he stops and looks—and you, my 
dear sir, must really keep closer behind him. No, he sees only 
the browD earth on the roots of a fallen tree; a little further and 
the Indian commences a fresh curve, but this time back In the 
direction of our advance. The limit of this curve is to within 
sight of our former footprints, and then wheeling about we pro¬ 
ceed ln a direction parallel to our last movement. This m&nreu- 
ver means that our hunter has overshot his mark and Is now 
working down toward his game; an Injudicious step at this criti¬ 
cal period, the breaking of a twig or other clumsy trifle would 
probably end our chance of sport for the day. 

" I say, Matthio, look at that pare—’’ 

" Moose" 

" Where!” 

"Where? seel see! my soul, there.” 

" That black thing,”—bang— 

Fire again, quick"—bang—and a severed branch of spruce 
falls to the ground. 

“You hit him, sure’nuff, first time," says the Indian, as he 
hurries to tbe spot where the beast stood. “Blood thar, we smoke 
pipe, he lie down.” 

So after a bowl of tobacco, we leisurely proceed on the tracks. 
He tumble'gainst that tree—he lie down thar;” and there 
Indeed is the blood-stained imprint of his huge form. A little 
further on, and there lies tbe noble animal himself—straining 
every muscle to rise on to hls*forelegs, which are thrown out ln 
front of him, his eyes staring In terror at hla dreaded foes. 
Once more the woods ring out with the crack of a rifle, and our 
game lies lifeless ln the snow. 

By the foregoing sketch of a very ordinary moose hunt It 
will be scon that little else than a constitution capable of 
enduring fatigue and hard work Is required from any one desirous 
of killing a moose. The Indian piloting you through the woods, 
tracking and pointing out your game, which when found gen¬ 
erally presents a stationary mark at a distance of from twenty to 
sixty yards. 

The MIc Mac Indians as moose hunters are unsurpassed. Iu 
disposition they are civil Rnd obliging to the last degree; anxious 
always to make tbelr employer’s life In the woods as comfortable 
as surrounding circumstances will admit of. By nature they are 
Inclined to shyness In the presence of white people, and It Is a 
matter of great difficulty to extract Information from them re¬ 
garding their method of hunting, or the means they adopt for 
finding tbelr way through the Intricacies of their forest borne. 
The following Item of conversation I once Doted down—It being 
typical of an Indian’s manner In answering questions: 

“ All these lakes run north and south, don’t they, Louts!” 

Ind.: “ Yea, some.” 

“ Which way do those round the camp lie!" 

Ind.: “ North and south, guess.” 

“Then the head of this lake points north!” 

Ind.: “ Yes, dls lake run east and west.” 

In conclusion, I may say a few words on the prospect of moose 
becoming extinct in tbe province of Nova Scotia. This prophecy 
Is one which for years has been made by those who are always 
Inclined to consider the present uncomparable with the past. 
Thinned out as moose have undoubtedly been through the use of 
traps and dogs for their destruction, and through the laws rela¬ 
tive to their preservation being badly administered, there are 
still many localities In the province where mooee are still 
abundant, and It will be gratifying to sportsmen to learn that the 
game society Is annually becoming more active ln Increasing 
Its efforts In a proper direction, which If continued lu, will re¬ 
sult In moose long continuing to roam and multiply throughout 
tbe vast domain of woodland which covers the province of Nova 
Scotia.

As that gun is a 
trifle antiquated, I do not know such numbers accord with pres¬ 
ent standard, but be can ascertain by writing them. My experi¬ 
ence favors the Parker shell, with Berdan primer, when using 
metal shells. If M. T., Fall River, Mass., fails in bis search for 
a coon dog, perhaps I could put him on the right trail. Ruff. 
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Hou-a.no, Iowa, Feb. 2.—I read with pain the report* In the 
Cbioaoo Fiklii from different eeetlone of the country, especially 
one from Storm Lake In reference to the cold weather, and It* 
effect* upon the game birds of-our country thla Winter. I could 
not help but feel ead for the poor little partrldgee, while Bitting 
by a warm Are, and hearing the northwest wind howltog outside 
with the thermometer from twenty to thirty-three degrees below r 
.zero and the air filled with snow, wondering whether they would 
all perish, but hoping and walling for a calm which I knew must slo 
come sometime, but afraid It would come too late to save the 
creatures. However, Sunday last was a warm, dear day n *» 
comparison to what we have bad of late, and thinking It would Asl 
not be considered breaking the Sabbath, I let out my brace of 
Louello—Ddsy pups, Wapsie and M iqoketa (just a year old 
to-day) and started for the old tramping ground, where I had «•» 
seen lots of the little beauties In the Fall. I had not gone more tbl 
tbau one-fourth of a mile from the house (my course being along me 
a creek skirted with willows, hazel brush, etc.) when the pupa, to g ' 
my surprise, both became rigid, and in an Instant more twenty 
as fine quails as vou ever saw flushed and flew to the corn-field 
nearby. Going'aloug the creek (snow kuee to waist deep at P 
placeB)»nly a short distance, up got another covey of a dozen /• 
or moreTwho bad nestled lu under the bank. Being satisfied »ri 
with that locality, I struck for * natural grove of burr oak, wild 
apples, etc., about half a mile south of town, between Black tic 
Hawk creek and a smaller stream. After working my way au 
through snow, briers, hazel brush, etc., for half an hour I found ce 
severallarge coveys of fine birds. The farmer living there told va 
me that there were more of them, and that they came to bis hog- 
yard to Teed every morning and evening. I waB pretty well 
tuckered out from wadiug through snow, and the pups, too. had <h 
hard traveling, bo 1 turned homeward. Right at the edge of 
town, amongst some locust trees and brush, with a corn-crib » 
within a few rods, I found another covey of about twenty. I have ub 
made Inquiry of the most of farmers In reference to the little fel- >g 
lows, and bavetound that they are all right, wherever they have 
protection. Some of them have been feeding them in their th 
barn yards, gardens, or along artificial groves, where they are w 
protected from the northwesters. I have requested others to 
scatter feed of some kind In protected places for them. Be- 
Bides there are huudreda of acres of corn yet, to pick, wherewith 
they can feed and keep from starving. Very few have been shot cc 
In this vicinity within the last few years. They are considered g< 
too small game by most of the shooters hereabouts, who prefer 
prairie chickens. Meat Is wbat they are after; <quantity not fr 
Quality We have, that !b several of us have killed hawks when- »c 
ever opportunity offered, and accordingly saved the game to a con- » 
slderable extent, as also farmers’ poultry! thereby gett ng the tl 
good will of farmers and tbelr co-operation in protecting the u 
game. But I started out writing merely to tell you that I was P' 
agreeably surprised to find so many of the little beauties living, ^ 
and to all appearances doing well. Some have perlshed.no doubt,but » 
I will venture to say that If the parties, who reported a few weeks n 
ago will take their dogs out for a run, some fine moderate day, 
they will find more quails than they had any Idea of when they * 
wrote you. If they do not, and will take the B*L. R. & N. R. R. “ 
to tbU place I will convince them that all I have written is true, h 
or will show them twenty coveys of Virginia partridges within a P 
circuit of a mite. R * ^ 

Missouri Vaixet, Iowa, Feb. 6 .—Yesterday and to-day we 
have been having the worst storm of the season; it has rained, 
snowed and sleeted, and there is about a foot of snow and ice on 
the ground to-night, aud trees, buildings, fences, etc., are covered 
with Ice three-fourths of an Inch thick, and the crust on the 
snow last evening would holdup a horse In many places. I p to 
this storm the quails and chickens have wintered well lathis 
section, they having plenty of cover to protect them—excepting 
a few quails that were caught out In the open without cover, 
and were frozen during the terrible cold weather of last month. 
The Winter set In with more quails about here than for several 
seasons, and but for such storms as this there was every pros- ^ 
pect for an abundant supply next season, but now I fear that the 
most of them wiii perish. If covered in this snow, with the hard 
crust, they cannot get out, and If out, cannot find any food, 
therefore many of the little beauties must perish, and our crop 
for next season will be light. We hope It will not turn out as 
bad as we fear, but time will tell its own story, and many ao ( 
anxious sportsman looka to-day at hlB trusty old setter or pointer, .

Madison, Wis., Feb. II.—On the 9th Senator Delaney Intro- ] 
duced a regular Iron clad bill iu the Senate. The first section , 
prohibits the taking of any buck, doe or fawn between the 15th . 
day of December and the succeeding 25th day of August. Sec¬ 
tion two provides that woodcocks shall only be taken between 
the 10th day of July and the following 15th day of December. 
Section three prohlblta wholly for a term of three years, the killing 
of any quails, prairie chickens or pinnated grouse. Then follows 
about twenty sections prohibiting the use of Bpring guns and all 
the multitude of devices for killing game, and each section of 
the bill makes It a misdemeanor to violate the provisions of the 
section, and fixes heavy penalties. The bill prohibits In most 
specific terms the molesting of any nests or eggs or young of any 
game birds, or the young of any kind of game. It alBO pro¬ 
vides ample protection to all insectivorous birds and tbelr 
young. The bill la a good one, and should pass, but It Is by no 
means certain that it will. Doc. 

Montgomery, Ai.a., Feb. 7.—It no doubt will sound strange 
to hear that any kind of birds were frozen, or even suffered, here 
in the sunny South, yet what I tell you Is true of this section. 
We have had’ snow on the ground for many days, and cold so In¬ 
tense that doves, klldeers, larks, and other birds would come and 
settle close by you on a bare spot of the ground, and only run off 
like chickens as you walked toward them. Doves were found 
dead, fifty or more In a pasture and fence corner, and all over 
the country they are very scarce 6 lnce then, liualls fared much 
better, the snow resting on the bushes and grass furnishing 
them good shelter. Yet whole coveys were taken by hand, 
during the snow and cold, and for a iponth or more there was 
but little bird hunting here, although they are reported In great 
numbers, laBt year being a prolific year for quails, and we may ex¬ 
pect plenty the next season. It Is still cold and disagreeable.

>- As la well understood by aU, the work of the commission has 
lr been mainly devoted to tbe propagation of whlteflsh and lake 
0 trout by reaaoD of their Importance to the lake fisheries. The 
letters published with this report will show you that the result 
>e has been to Increase the numbers taken by those engaged In 
re these fisheries. That the increase will be still more perceptible 
1 . the coming year, will not be doubted. 

0 - This Is by far the most valuable of all the fish taken from our 
id waters, both as an article of food and as to It* commercial value

er The facilities for Its culture should be so enlarged as to ln- 
:h crease the annual distribution to at least twelve or fifteen mll- 
ig lions The money expended would be more than returned to 
d, the people by the reduction In the purchasing price. Under ar- 
ss rangements hereinafter referred to, we hope to accomplish this 
at result without any considerable Increase In our expenditures, 
x- There was also distributed from the Milwaukee hatchery about 
three and a half mUllons of the lake trout, which were placed In 
the waters designated In the accompanying report. Aa will be 
er observed, large numbers of the trout were deposited In such of 
■ct the larger and deeper of our Inland lakea as are adapted to their 
ho wants, and the remainder placed In Lake Michigan, 
nd In many of tbe lakes heretofore supplied with trout, they have 
id been frequently seen In large schools. Such bs* been particularly 
re the case as reported by parties who have observed them while 
is, fishing through the lee. There have been frequently some of 
ire them caught that show a growth of twelve inches and upward, 
tly All sources of Information tend to show that the fish are thriving 
he where they have been placed, and at no distant day will afford 
sm ample compensation for the money and time expended. The lake 
rer trout stands next In value to the whlteflsh, and nnllke It, can he 
*e taken with the hook. Care should be taken to see that It Is 
Ive placed ody In tbe deepeet of our Inland lakes, and those where 
md the water Is of the lowest tsmpsratore In »««h alone will It 
, thrive and progress' 


The hatch of brook trout daring the season of 1880 was more 
successful than any previous year, and the number was far In ex¬ 
cess of all previous years combined, reaching upward of nine 
hundred thousand. Of this number there was deposited lu the 
streams of twenty-eight counties about eight hundred and sixty 
thousand. At the present time fully one million eggs have been 
secured, and before the close of the spawning season there Is 
every reason to expect that the number will be increased to at 
least one and a half millions. Those now In the hatching boxes 
are developing finely, and there is no reason to fear that the 
hatch of this year will be less successful than the last, while the 
number will be greatly Increased. The demand for brook trout 
Try is Immense, but with continued Increase In the breeding 
trout, and with enlarged facilities for hatching purposes, all 
reasonable requests can be complied with. The vast Dumber of 
trout streams within our state and of the streams adapted to 
trout, the value of the flsh, together with the popular demand for 
It, will make Its culture a leading object of the Commission, and 
with the yearly Increasing resources there will be practically no 
limit to the quantity that can be raised. 

I There are now In the Madison ponds 5.000 four years old, 10,- 
0 three years old, 9,000 two years old, 5,000 one year old, and 
out 60,000 of last Winter’s batch, making a total of 89,000 of 
ages. ' 

The result of their Introduction Into new waters has, so far as 
known, been successful. Care bBS been taken to place the 
>ut only In the smaller streams, and those which are well sup- 
ed with springs. These can be found In all portions of Wls- 
nsln, and they can easily be made to furnish to the people this 
sst excellent flsh. Private ponds for the rearing of brook trout 
g constantly Increasing, and the enterprise Is one of both 
eaaure and profit to those engaged In It. Owners of ponds can 
eelve fry for the same under the restrictions of Chapter 28, 
iws 1879, which Is annexed to this report In connection with 
c general fish laws of the state. 

Arrangement* are to be completed whereby tbe Commission 
111 be enabled to secure a large quantity of the eggs of the wall 
ed pike, so that In all probability there will be no failure to 
ive for distribution a sufficient number of flsh to meet the 
imand. In many of our waters the pike Is the favorite fish 
light. 

It was the Intention to have done this last Spring, but the large 
itch of brook trout, followed by that of the wbltefiah and lake 
out, required all the time and attention of the help employed. 

It was stated In the last report that effort* would be made to 
(cure a supply of European carp, with which to begin their 
ropagatlon and distribution. We are pleased to report that onr 
lorts In this direction have been successful. There are now In 
re Madison ponds seventy-five, which will spawn next year; also 
tree hundred and fifty of this year’s hatching. These were ob- 
ilned from Professor Baird, of the U. 8 . Commission, and were 
jrwarded from the carp ponds at Washington. 

The carp Is particularly adapted to waters where other desirable 
sh will not exist. In all of our southern counties sre found 
inumerable small ponds or bodies ol water covering from ten to 
wenty acres of laDd. In all such places the carp can be raised. 
ts growth is remarkable, reachlug twelve or fifteen inches In a 
ear, and from Its great fecnndl'y It soon populates a body of 
rater to Its fullest extent. The most favorable localities will be 
elected In their distribution, so that they may have every posal- 
le advantage In their Introduction Into our state. 

The demand for the carp la far greater than we shall be able to 
upply during the coming season, and no distribution can be 
lade before May or June next. 

We have at the Madison ponds about 1,500 of the California 
almoo, which were developed from the eggs obtained from the 
Jolted States Commission. Many of the larger ones were last 
Summer placed In our Inland lakes. Nothing of late ha* been 
lone In the culture of thla flsh, ae Its adaptability to onr waters 
ias been an open question. Distributions have been made bere- 
ofore, but there has not been any general movement in Its cul- 
;ure of late, for the reason above stated. 

There are about 2,000 of the California mountain tront at the 
Hadlson hatchery, hatched from eggs forwarded by the United 
States Commission. Throughout the Eastern States this flsh has 
seen received with much favor. It is stated to be the equal ol 
snr brook trout In flavor, aod Its superior In game qualities. Its 
;rowtb is rapid, and In size It Is larger, as It attains to five 
pounds and upward In weight. It Is adapted to a much higher 
temperature than the native trout, and for this reason will be a 
valuable flsh to place In many of the small streams of Southern 
Wisconsin. It Is a hardier fish than the brook trout, more 
active and able to do battle for its existence wherever placed. 
While In general appearance It Is not so beautiful as the native 
variety, It Is Us equal lu all other respect*. 

Application has been made for a further supply of eggs, upon 
which the only charge Is for expressage. 

We have at last been obliged to give up the room In which the 
work of the commission has been carried on at Milwaukee. 
Through the generosity of the board of public works of that city, 
we have had the use of a portion of tbelr building since tho 
organization of the commission, bnt ao enlargement of the water 
works has rendered It necessary to use the space occupied by us. 
We were In hopes that thla would not have occurred at this sea¬ 
son, so that there might have been no Interruption In the work 
at that point. Notice was received too late to permit of securing 
and fitting up of other quarters, and with the limited amount of 
funds on hand, we did not feel warranted In entering Into any 
contract that would require a considerable outlay upon onr part, 
and which would contemplate an expenditure beyond the amount 
of our appropriation. We have therefore been compelled to sus¬ 
pend operations at Milwaukee for tbe time being. 

Hon. N. K. Falrbank very considerately offered the use of bis 
private hatchery at Lake Geneva, which was promptly accepted. 
At this point Superintendent Welaher has placed the spawn of 
n- tbe lake trout which was secured during the Fall past. It was 
ill- thought best to take the tront eggs, as the fry would be available 
to (or our Inland lakes. No whiteflah eggs were taken, as there 
ar- was no room In which to place them. 

Ills In October, a majority of the board met at Milwaukee to con¬ 
sult with a committee from the officers of the Milwaukee Indos- 
tut trial Exposition Association, the bnlldlDg of which association Is 
In now In process of construction, and will be opened iu the Fall of 
be 1881. The committee on behalf of the association,offer for the use 
of of the state such space a* may be desired and adapted to tbe wants of 
elr the commission, the same to be constructed and arranged as shall 
be deemed necessary. Also to furnish thlB room free of rent, 
ive and to light and warm'the same without cost to the commission, 
rly the needed water supply to be also given.

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Tbe work inaugurated lut year at the Madleoo hatchery, of 
eleariog out the large growth of underbrush, trimming treee and 
generally lmproTlng the ground*, baa been continued. The walk* 
about the ponds have been extended, the driveway* enlarged and 
improved. New eprtnge have also been opened, and ponda con¬ 
structed and enlarged a* occasion required. Thla work has not 
entailed any considerable expense, aa It hae been mainly done by 
the regularly employed help. The aim haa been to make the 
grouDds and surroundings present an agreeable and attractive 
appearance to the vleltora—tbe number of which haa greatly In¬ 
creased during the past year. 

In conclusion we would say that the only Impediment to our 
complete success has been our contracted accommodations. The 
Interest of the people of the state In the matters confided to our 
care, haa so largely Increased that we have been unable to meet 
tbe demands made upon us. It Is perhaps not unfair to presume 
that the state will continue for years In the propagation of the 
best kinds oafish and stocking our waters with the same, as the 
beneficial results of such effort* In other states as well aa this has 
been well attested. The Improvements that have been as welf as 
those that must be made at the hatchery, should be substantial, 
as they are to be permanent. The present hatching building Is 
entirely Inadequate to our necessities and must be enlarged In 
proportion to tbe Increasing Interest of our people In fish-culture 
as attested by tbe numerous orders unfilled, so that a more gen¬ 
eral distribution of ttie fry can be made through the state. In 
order to make the needed Improvements at the state hatchery, 
such as enlarging the building, repairing the ponds and con¬ 
structing new ones,as occasion demands; making suitable arrange¬ 
ments for the necessary quarters at Milwaukee, where the hatch¬ 
ing of the lake trout and whiteflsh Is exclusively carried on, and 
for tbe general expellees of the commission, we shall need for 
the current year an appropriation of fS.OOO, which we hereby 
ask, promising the same economy in Its expenditure as our 
vouchers, we believe, show baa been done with the funds here¬ 
tofore entrusted to us.
